RIDERSHIP 

The number of people riding the subway this 
summer is up dramatically from last summer. 
But the number of rider miles is down. This 
means people are taking shorter trips. We wish 
to remind customers that the $2.25 per ride you 
spend is exactly the same if you go just one stop 
or ten stops, three miles from Southampton 
to Water Mill, or all 44 miles from Montauk to 
Westhampton. Everybody loves a bargain. Take 
the extra stops, on us! 


DOWN IN THE TUBE

EGG SALAD REWARD CAUSES CHAOS 

Chaos reigned across the East End of Long 
Island on Saturday as area chefs and amateur 
cooks stampeded supermarket aisles and 
farmstands collecting ingredients for egg salad. 
Emergency alerts were issued in several villages. 
Many supermarkets reported shortages of eggs, 
mayonnaise and—oddly enough—chervil. The 
problems began after Sergio Eisalat, famed 
reality TV personality, announced a reward of 
$5,000 to the person who could bring him an 
egg salad recipe to equal the prized egg salad 
recipe he reported stolen last week. Eisalat 
made headlines after reporting to Hamptons 
police that the “best egg salad recipe in the 
world” went missing from his briefcase. It was 
the only existing copy of the recipe, which 
he calls “priceless” but values at $4,000 for 
insurance purposes. Traffic leading to Eisalat’s 
driveway on Saturday afternoon became 
impassable, requiring police to establish a 
detour, and the roadsides became littered with 
discarded containers of half-consumed egg 
salad. Later, neighbors called police to complain 
of a sulfurous cloud apparently emanating 
from Eisalat’s summer rental. Investigations 
are ongoing. 


EMERGENCY EARWORM TREATMENT 

Emergency officials responded to a call on 
Friday from a woman who was experiencing 
great distress over her inability to get the song 
“Happy” out of her head. This is the third time 
in as many weeks that emergency personnel 
have been called in to deal with dangerous 
“earworm” situations involving the massive 
pop hit by Pharell Williams. First responders 
treated the woman at the scene using the 
standard method: they got her to focus on 
“Little Red Riding Hood,” the Sam the Sham 
and the Pharoahs hit. This seemed to help the 
woman, according to observers, who reported 
that the woman was quietly humming “Little 
Red Riding Hood” as she was wheeled into 
an ambulance. Dr. Ernst Einprag warned the 
medical community must be prepared for more 
incidents like this to occur “for the foreseeable 
future, especially since ‘Happy’ is showing no 
signs of exiting the charts any time soon.” He 
recommended that all adults carry the lyrics to 
“Little Red Riding Hood” on their persons. 


PROTEST CONFUSION 

A group of citizens called police on Saturday 
from the site of a protest in East Hampton 
because they couldn’t remember what they 
were protesting. A transcript of the call reads 
in part: “We got down here, and we have 
some blank signs, and we’re pretty steamed 
up, but we can’t remember what it’s about.” 
After making some suggestions, but yielding no 
results, the police advised the callers to pack 
up and go to the beach. gf

Being Pulled Off a Plane and What to Do with the Heap of Cash That Ensues

o here’s the situation. My wife and I have a 

deal. When we travel to spend time with her 
family, children and grandchildren, she pays 
the airfare. When we travel to spend time with 
my family, children and grandchildren, I pay the 
airfare. This can get fairly substantial. | have a 
gang in San Francisco, for example. 

Last week, we spent four days visiting her side 
of the family. It involved flying from LaGuardia 
to Akron-Canton Airport in Pennsylvania on 
Air Tran, a second flight from Pittsburgh to 
Philadelphia, a third flight from Philadelphia 
to Portland, Maine and a fourth flight from 
Portland, Maine to LaGuardia, all on US Air. 

Our mission involved a family reunion of 50 
members of my wife’s family at a racetrack in 
Wampum, Pennsylvania followed by a picnic in 
a park in Mount Jackson and then a visit to my 
wife’s niece, age 14, at a camp in Maine an hour 
and a half drive from Portland. 

Things started off badly when Air Tran kept 
us on the runway for an hour and a half before 
we could get off from LaGuardia to Akron- 
Canton. We sort of expected this. 

The question I need to have answered came 
up two days later on our third flight, the one 
from Philadelphia to Portland. It was a US 


Air Flight scheduled to leave at 1:05 p.m. We 
arrived at the counter an hour early, got our 
boarding passes, went through security and got 
to the gate about ten minutes before boarding. 
When boarding was called, we got on line. My 
wife was ahead of me. Her ticket was stamped 
and she went down the ramp.

There was nothing we could do. 

“And here’s the good news,” the attendant 
said, pressing some buttons on her computer. 
“You each get money.” She looked first at my 
wife. “You have been delayed more than two 
hours. By law, we have to pay you $400. You will 
get that by mail.” 

“I don’t care about the $400,” Chris said. “I 
wanted to be on that plane and you pulled me 
off.” 

Then the attendant looked at me. “And for 
you it’s even better. You get a sum four times 
the cost of your one-way ticket to Portland.

I just couldn’t get past the feeling that comes 
when you are terribly upset and someone tells 
you that you are to be compensated for it and 
then hands you a check for a considerable 
amount made out to you with your name on it. 

Should I get at least a piece of it? As I write 
this, the pure logic of this is coming home. I 
think writing this piece has just cost me $640.64.

Brentwood Protest 

About 20 Brentwood residents carrying 
signs blocked a driveway at the entrance of 
ELM Global Logistics in that town last week, 
according to Newsday.

ELM has this arrangement with the towns 
in on the East End. Our garbage is thrown out 
here, gathered up and piled into trucks to be 
driven to ELM, which is located in Brentwood, 
50 miles west of the Hamptons. There, it is 
stacked in piles until it can be loaded onto 
railroad cars and taken off to be dumped in 
permanent sites in Kentucky. 

People of Brentwood are outraged at this. 
Tons of used cocktail napkins, rotten food, 
leftover paté, damaged party favors, empty wine 
bottles, photos of celebrities and everything 
else come there. The piles are huge. Estimates 
are that there are more than 10,000 tons of 
garbage in Brentwood and other Western 
Suffolk towns awaiting transfer. The reason 
it is done this way is there are not enough 
private garbage truck companies on Long 
Island willing to drive the East End garbage the 
1,000-mile round-trip all the way to Kentucky. 
So it has to go by train, thanks to a plan created 
by recycling companies, Governor Cuomo 
and the State Department of Environmental 
Conservation. And Brentwood and other 
Western Suffolk sites were selected to assist in 
that effort. 

Maybe the good folks of Brentwood cannot 
afford to come to the Hamptons. And they 
object to the dumping of the garbage of those 
who can, even if it is just temporary, piling up in 
Brentwood. Why should they be dumped upon 
by the garbage of the rich? 

“We are once again being used as a 
sacrificial lamb for undesirable projects 
that other communities don’t want in their 
neighborhoods,” said State Assemblyman Phil 
Ramos, who lives in Brentwood. “Our residents 
say enough is enough.” 

What Brentwood needs, according to some 
of the wealthy residents of the Hamptons, 
is someone from Southampton to drive out 
there in his Jag once a week to go through the 
garbage for them and find all the tossed-out 
gold necklaces, caviar tubs, cool sunglasses, 
fancy desserts, surfboards, once-used designer 
clothes and high-end furniture to create a once- 
a-week Hamptons “experience” those good 
folks in Brentwood can walk around in, sample 
and not soon forget. 
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Foliage Invades 


How the Barren Landscape of the East End Bulked Up with Greenery

have settings on my smartphone that 

allow me to look up the hourly weather 
forecast at three different locations. They 
are Montauk, Bridgehampton and New York 
City. | am off to one or another of the three 
places with some frequency, and by comparing 
temperatures anyway, | am able to confirm, 
or think I am able to confirm, a popularly 
held belief that the temperature is several 
degrees hotter in the summer in New York City 
than in Bridgehampton, and the temperature in 
Montauk, with its occasional fogs from the sea, 
is several degrees cooler than the temperatures 
in Bridgehampton. 

One week in mid-July it topped out at 88 in 
New York. Here out east it was 81. I took a 
Jitney out. Hot when I boarded in the city. Cool 
when I disembarked here. 

This, of course, is just an incidental look at 
how things are. Last night I decided to have a 
good hard look at it all. It’s not too hard to do 
the research on this on Google. I found a way to 
compare apples to apples at weather.com. And 
I was astonished at what I saw. 

The daily high temperature in the summer 
peaks around July 15 in all three places. In 


New York City the peak is 83 degrees. In 
Bridgehampton it is 81. But in Montauk it is 
also 81. It is the same thing. How can that be? 
New York City warmer. Bridgehampton and 
Montauk the same? 

In Bridgehampton, the readings are taken in a 
barn on a farm on Lumber Lane in that town. In 
Montauk, the readings are taken at the Montauk 
Lighthouse. Have we been under the wrong 
impression about the variations in these high 
temperatures all these years? Is Montauk really 
not cooler than Bridgehampton? 

I think that in the 1950s and 1960s when | 
was a lad, Montauk definitely was at least two 
degrees cooler than the Hamptons and at least 
five degrees cooler than New York City in the 
summertime. (It was also warmer in winter 
than New York. Still is, by three degrees.) You’d 
come down the hill in Amagansett onto the 
Napeague Stretch in the summer and you'd feel 
the sudden drop in temperature. Montauk was 
definitely cooler. It was also wetter and foggier. 
Sea breezes cooled the community. On a hot 
day in the Hamptons back then, I’d yearn for 
Montauk, and I'd go out to that town and there 
the cool weather would be. 

The landscape of Montauk, however, has 
changed since I was a boy. I'll start with 


Napeague. Back then, when you hit the 
Napeague heading east, you could see, from 
the road, all the way to the bay on your left and 
all the way to the ocean on your right. Today 
you don’t have those views. You have views of 
foliage within 20 feet of the side of the road to 
look at. 

The same is true with Hither Hills. Years ago, 
the ride over the Old Montauk Highway was 
a thrill. You’d go up one side of those steep 
hills and off to your right see all the way down 
the cliff to the rocky beach and the ocean at 
the bottom. Today, trees block that view. You 
would hardly even know you were driving 
alongside the ocean. 

Views throughout Montauk show the same 
changes. When Teddy Roosevelt and the U.S. 
Army set up their 20,000-man encampment in 
that town in 1898, you can see, in the black-and- 
white photos taken of all the tents, all the way 
to the horizon. No more. Or look at the Montauk 
Downs Golf Club. Originally when it was built 
in 1927, it was truly a “downs” in the Scottish 
sense—rolling hills with endless vistas. It was 


also that way in the 1950s and 1960s. Today it 


remains a beautiful course of rolling hills, but 
the vistas are all filled up with trees and foliage. 
You’d never think of it as (Cont'd on next page)

a Scottish downs course. 

Back in 1927, when Carl Fisher built the 
Montauk Downs Golf Club and much of the 
rest of that resort town, he imported trees, 
flowers and plants from all over the world. He 
had a greenhouse and tree farm for his exotica 
behind the Montauk Manor. He never got very 
far with this, but I think the re-foliation of 
Montauk began at that time, and later, when 


much landscaping began to fill the Hamptons— 
landscaping has become a big business—much 
of the pollen flew to the east and, over the 
years, began to grow into foliage and trees and 
fill in the open spaces in Montauk. That’s my 
theory, anyway. 

Cooler temperatures can prevail on land 
when the winds waft over the sea to bring the 
lower temperatures of the salty ocean onto dry 
land. Landscaping cannot easily survive in salt 
sea air. But now, in Montauk anyway, man and 
his landscaping have won that war. 

The peninsula of Montauk is classified by 
the National Weather Service with the same 
designation given to Block Island, Martha’s 
Vineyard and Nantucket. All carried the winds 
of salt sea air when these designations were

made. (The Hamptons and the North Fork are in 
the same leafier designation that much of Long 
Island is in.) 

Interestingly, the average high summer 
temperature on Block Island—just 12 miles 
off Montauk—is 78, three degrees cooler than 
Bridgehampton and Montauk and five degrees 
cooler than New York City. I would bet that 
in earlier days, Montauk’s temperatures were 
more similar to those on Block Island than 
those in Bridgehampton. 

I confess that my approach to the questions 
raised here is only my own. I am no expert. 
And deep down, I continue to think that. 
Bridgehampton is a bit cooler than the city and 
Montauk is a lot cooler than Bridgehampton. In 
researching this, | have come to notice there 
are other considerations to how we “feel” 
about the weather. There is humidity, the wind 
chill and the dew point. Factoring them in here 
would take a meteorologist’s expertise. | know 
a few. Maybe I will ask them. 

Still, climates change. And it’s often the 
work of humans. I recall years ago that people 
who suffered from allergies often moved to 
Scottsdale, Arizona to find relief. Scottsdale was 
a desert. There was hardly any pollen there. 
That is not the case today. Wealthy retirees 
have filled that community with non-native 
flowers and shrubs and trees to such a degree - 
that from an allergy perspective, Scottsdale is 
the same as everyplace else. 

According to my calculations, sometime in 
the not-too-distant future all of the East End 
will have rising tides so high because of global 
warming that we will be little more than a series 
of islands—which, along with Block Island, 
Nantucket and Martha’s Vineyard, we will then 
connect up with one another via causeways to 
form...“The Windmill Antilles.” And we won’t be 
much concerned about a change in temperature 
of one degree or another. We'll have other 
things on our minds. @&. 
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Wine Country Bounty and a History of Harvest East End

ong Island wine will be flowing on August 

23 at the annual Harvest East End. Though 
this is the first year that Harvest East End and 
Dan’s Papers have entered into a partnership, 
the event is celebrating its fifth anniversary. 
And, much like Long Island Wine Country, it’s 
only gotten better with age. 

Largely the brainchild of W6lffer Estate 
Vineyard winemaker Roman Roth, the inaugural 
Harvest East End took place in September 
2010 at W6lffer Estate’s horse farm property in 
Bridgehampton. A charity-minded event since 
its inception, money raised that year went to 
the Peconic Land Trust and East End Hospice. 

“Every great wine region needs a great wine 
festival,” says Roth of his inspiration for starting 
Harvest, citing the celebratory mood of the 
wine festivals in his native Germany as what 
he wanted to emulate. The 2010 event was a 


_weekend of wine-related events, with 10 dinners | 


held at private locations throughout the East 
End, each hosted by an East End winemaker 
and a regional chef; programs on wine-making 
and tasting; and a culminating gala dinner 
and live auction of Long Island wines. Now, 
the event has matured into one evening that 
underscores all of the highlights of the region. 
“We started off trying to copy great wine 
events—10-mile dinners, dancing, a tasting 
beforehand, the greatest wine event you can 
make,” explains Roth. “But the East End has 
its own unique dynamic that we addressed 
_by making one beautiful event. Long Island is 
different than other wine regions. [Going to 
a single evening event] is what people really 
enjoy. And, they can easily immerse themselves 
in the wine country by visiting all the vineyards. 
[A weekend-long] event is not requested or 
required.” 
Harvest first became a single-day festival last 
year, wherein attendees are able to experience 
-and explore numerous facets of the industry, 
learning and tasting what exactly makes Long 
Island Wine Country unique. More than 40 
winemakers and 30 top regional restaurants 
from across the two forks will be on hand. 

“The highlight of Harvest is that you can meet 
every winemaker,” Roth adds. “It’s a boutique 
industry, really hands-on. [The winemakers] 


will be out here, behind their tables, pouring © 


wines, walking around, talking. There’s an 
energy to the room.” 

This year, Long Island winemakers will be 
bringing library wine. “It’s like a pedigree,” says 
Roth. “It will show that we can make wines that 
age, [which is] an important goal in the wines 
we make that sets us apart from the more 
commercial wines being made.” 

Since its inception in 2010, Harvest East 
End has raised $153,000 for charity. This 
year’s event will benefit the Long Island Farm 
Bureau Promotion and Education Foundation 
and Peconic Land Trust. Harvest will honor 
Chef Tom Schaudel and food and wine critic 
Florence Fabricant. Schaudel is the executive 
chef of aMano in Mattituck, A Lure in Southold 
and, his latest venture, the Petulant Wino in 
Aquebogue. 

Though the event was held on the South Fork 
in 2011 and 2012, this is the second consecutive 
year that Harvest will be held at McCall, which

was voted the 2013 New York Winery of the Year 
by the New York Wine & Grape Foundation. 
While Roth could see the event coming back 
to the South Fork, he enjoys that it celebrates 
Long Island Wine Country, and is not specific 
to one fork. 

“If it were up to me, [the whole region] would 
just be called the East End of Long Island, not 
the Hamptons and North Fork,” says Roth, 
emphasizing that there is a spirit of community 
that reaches over both forks. “There’s no rivalry... 
Well, only a friendly rivalry,” he muses. g&

better for our community,” Southampton 
Hospital President and CEO Robert 
Chaloner says during a recent interview 
at his office. 

Southampton Hospital has been an 
affiliate of Stony Brook since 2008. 

Chaloner explains that the “relatively 
loose affiliation” allows the hospitals to 
share information back and forth, making 
it easier for patients being transferred. It 
also facilities some teaching programs, 
including Stony Brook medical students 
rotating through Southampton Hospital’s 
obstetrics department. 


In October 2012, Southampton

Hospital’s board and the State University Southampton Hospital’s emergency room in Southampton Village 
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of New York board, which oversees Stony 
Brook University, signed a letter of intent to go 
beyond a simple affiliation and fully merge. 

“They're the right partner,” Chaloner says. 
“They’re Suffolk County’s only academic 
medical center. We will strengthen them, they 
will strengthen us. It will be the beginning 
of a real network of healthcare services for 
Suffolk County.” 

There would be one operating certificate— 
"like a barber’s license to cut hair,” Chaloner 
jokes—across both entities. Operating 
certificates are granted by the state, giving a 
board permission to run a hospital in New York. 

This is the direction healthcare is going, 
according to Chaloner. “The days of little 
independent hospitals are really pretty much 
over. It’s getting harder and harder, just given 
the complexity of healthcare, the cost of 
healthcare, the ability to attract clinical talent...” 
he says. Though there are financial advantages 
to merging with Stony Brook, he says, clinical 
advantages are the primary reason. “This will 
give us access to better clinical resources, more 
of their teaching programs, and an ability to 
collaborate in a way that will boost healthcare 
much more strongly in our community.” 

The deal will include Stony Brook setting 
aside space at the 82-acre Southampton campus 
for the new hospital building, though there is 
still much to work out and many documents 
that need to be in order before the various 
regulatory bodies sign off on the merger, 
Chaloner says. They have been working toward 


this ever since the letter of intent was signed. 


“I would characterize it as we’re very close at 
this point,” he says, with the caveat that putting 
together anything as complex as hospitals is 
difficult. “There’s added complexity because 


‘Stony Brook is not a private institution; it is a 


state institution,” he adds. That means extra 
levels of scrutiny and rigorous due diligence. 
“But so far, so good.” 

He hopes the deal will go before the hospital 
board and SUNY board in the next couple 
months for approval. Then it will move on 
for formal filing with the New York State 
Department of Health and other offices. 

“We’ve had a lot of meetings with them; we’ve 
had a lot of green lights,” Chaloner says. “We’re 
expecting that process to go very smoothly, but 
we still have to go through it.” 

The agreement will include assurances that 
the local community will have a voice in the 
affairs of the hospital and the hospital will 
stay responsive to the (Continued on page 46) 
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Reinvigorated Children’s Wing at East Hampton Library

E nchanting, unique, surprising and whimsical 
are just a few words that come to mind 
when stepping into the new children’s wing at 
East Hampton Library in East Hampton. The 
long awaited addition opened to the public on 
June 21 with a grand ribbon cutting. 

The room is more like a theater set anchored 
by a custom-built 16-foot-tall windmill with 
cushioned seating inside and out. A detailed 
colorful rug map of eastern Long Island, 
designed by a children’s book illustrator, 
depicts everything from lighthouses to sailboats 
to mermaids to the early native inhabitants of 
the area in a canoe. 

The $6.5 million nautical-themed project also 
features a checkout desk shaped like a boat, 
and two 10-foot-tall blinking lighthouses guard 
the entrance to the toddlers’ room. Inside the 
room are chairs shaped like alphabet letters 
and a wall mural with scenes from the farms, 
fields and beaches of the East End. Computer 
desks and iPads programmed with educational 
apps are scattered around the various nooks 
and reading niches. There are three sizes of 
tables and chairs to accommodate kids from 
toddlers to tweens. 

The East Hampton Library’s board of 
managers worked for 11 years on this grand 
project, knocking out a back wall of the existing 
library and expanding into a large yard space. 
The design focus was on keeping the lovely 
existing lines of the original library building,

parts of which date to 1912, while adding in not 
only the children’s wing but a secret garden and 
a new downstairs gallery and meeting room. 
Crafted by Manhattan-based Lee H. Skolnick 
Architecture + Design Partnership, the finished 
addition is unlike any other library. The friendly 
librarians sit inside a desk shaped like a 16-foot-

long dory under a powder-blue painted sky. 
Custom-designed lights shaped like white 
flapping sea birds disguised as books illuminate 
the space. As for those books—there is now 
room for 10,000 more of them. 

During a tour of the grand space, Director 
Dennis Fabiszak pointed (Continued on page 48)

community, he says. He explains that under 
the agreement “the Southampton Hospital 
Foundation will stay alive as a corporation and 
retain ownership over the physical assets and 
play a very active role in the oversight and the 
planning of what happens at the hospital.” 

The contract should be done by the end of 
2014, he says, though the regulatory approvals 
make take longer. 

“We’re going to work very aggressively once 
the contract is signed to launch a capital 
campaign,” Chaloner says. The construction 
of a new facility will also be financed by selling 
the hospital’s existing facilities in Southampton 
Village and through borrowing. 

Though Southampton Hospital is licensed for 
125 beds, that is more than it currently requires 


and more than hospital officials anticipate 
needing in the coming years. The tentative 
plan for the new hospital is for between 80 
and 100 beds. Rather than having two patients 
to a room, like most rooms in the existing 
hospital, the plan calls for one bed to a room, 
to provide patient privacy, with some oversized 
rooms that may be doubled up with beds when 
demand peaks. 

While the number of inpatient beds will 
shrink, the new hospital will accommodate 
a growing area of Southampton Hospital’s 
services: ambulatory care. Last year was the 
first time the hospital brought in more revenue 
from outpatient care than inpatient care, and 
Chaloner sees this trend continuing. 

Chaloner says he envisions that though there 
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will be a new center for care at the college 
campus, patients will not have to travel there 
as much because services are being pushed 
closer to where people live. “It’s not just about 
a hospital,” he says. “I see it as a network of 
services for the South Fork.” 

In addition to the hospital building, itself, 
Southampton Hospital also operates 21 
separate offices and facilities scattered from 
Montauk to Westhampton. That includes 
primary care offices, urgent care centers, 
laboratories, radiology, a dialysis center and 
more. Chaloner wants to expand radiology 
services and improve cancer services, while 
continuing to grow laboratory services. The 
hospital is also looking into options such as 
doctors in Stony Brook remotely monitoring 
patients in Southampton. 

Southampton Hospital recently became a 
landlord to Hudson River HealthCare, which 
is operating the Kraus Family Health Center 
of the Hamptons—a federally-qualified health 
center contracted with Suffolk County—in the 
hospital’s former nursing home. They have a 
10-year agreement and the option is open for 
the health center to come with Southampton 
Hospital to the college campus. Chaloner says 
having a health center in close proximity is 
convenient because people who arrive at the 
hospital with a medical issue that does not 
warrant an emergency room visit can go to the 
center instead. 

The health center will have two Southampton 
Hospital doctor of osteopathy residents and 
four Stony Brook medical doctor residents 
working there. Southampton Hospital also has 
residencies for osteopathic medicine at its 
Westhampton Primary Care Center. 

“We’re training a lot of family practice doctors 
at this point, which is great,” Chaloner says. 
“That’s one of our goals—we need to have more 
primary care doctors in our community.” 

The hospital’s plan is that if doctors put down 
roots in the community during their training, 
some will choose to stay and work on the 
East End after their residencies are complete. 
“That’s actually worked out,” he says. “We’ve 
seen that happen already.” 

Four of the hospital’s nine hospitalists— 
doctors who don’t have practices and 
exclusively work at the  hospital—are 
Southampton residency graduates, and there 
are graduates working in healthcare offices 
from Southampton to Montauk. 

Chaloner expects programs for a number 
of health jobs will come to the Southampton 
campus, though he does not anticipate a medical 
school is in Stony Brook Southampton’s future. 

Physical therapy and occupational therapy 
graduate health programs are at the campus 
now, and Stony Brook will add more. “They’re 
starting a medical health informatics program 
in the fall on the campus, and we’re going to be 
collaborating on those,” Chaloner says. 

Once the merger deal is OKed, a capital 
campaign will be launched to raise money 
for the new facility. The project will also be 
financed through the sale of the hospital’s 
land and buildings in Southampton Village and 
through borrowing. 

Chaloner would like to see the old hospital 
become a site for independent and assisted 
living. He says it could be spectacular for 
senior housing. £& 
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Talking with Polo Star Martin Pepa

66 This is almost my first house,” Martin Pepa 

says, motioning toward the barn where 3 
of his 18 polo ponies are being tacked up by 
grooms—with the gentleness of nannies caring 
for precious babies. 

The “almost house” he is talking about is a 
barn at Equuleus Polo Club in Water Mill. A 
seemingly endless spread of gently rolling land 
zigzagged by white fences, the club’s pastoral 
quiet is broken now and then by the cantering 
of ponies being exercised, the clatter of a horse 
trailer coming in, and hissing from the jets of 
water that keep the grass as well-tended as the 
ponies. 

A professional polo player has many homes— 
as do his animals, the ponies that travel with 
him to posh spots around the globe for much 
of the year. Like many of the players who 
come to Bridgehampton for the summer, Pepa 
is a native of Argentina. This summer, he is 
settling into his new place near the Parrish Art 
Museum. This past winter included not only 
the usual Palm Beach winter polo but also 
the Super Nations Cup, a match that brought 
four elite teams from Argentina, England, Hong 
Kong and the U.S. to Tianjin, China. The polo 
complex in Tianjin is “a whole different world,” 
Pepa says. To build up a polo following there, 
he adds, the developer “has built a whole city 
around the polo stadium, which includes a 
TV screen the size of two horse stalls, on the 
field” so that the audience can get close-ups of 
matches, which are often tricky to follow during 
the convergence of eight horses on the other 
side of the field, with riders swinging mallets at 
a softball-size plastic sphere. 

Like many professional polo players, Pepa 
leads an itinerant life, and it’s hardly the 
glamorous existence portrayed by the glossy 
polo-themed magazine ads. His days are packed 
with training and practice on the horses, 
crunching and stretching at the stable’s own 
gym, and ice—not in post-victory margaritas, 
but on his muscles. “You get a lot of injuries 
in every game,” he explains. In fact, Pepa has 
started August resembling a prize-fighter more 


than a polo player, with a puffy cheek that took 


40 stitches to close and a shiner under his left 
_ eye, both caused by the same flying polo ball. 
Polo requires focus like your life depends on it, 


with over four tons of galloping horseflesh to © 


not get smashed and stomped by, and seven 
other mallets swung by guys who may be your 
buddies off-field, but right now are looking to 
win. 

Last year Pepa played with two broken fingers, 
welts and a big horrific-looking bruise across his 
entire back. But it has been worse—like when he 
broke his shoulder. And at: least he can laugh 
about the injuries: “At Southampton Hospital’s 
emergency room, they’re not surprised. They'll 
say, ‘Uh oh, another polo player.’ It’s a fantastic 
hospital and I love the people there, but I would 
love also not to go there anymore.” 

“Everybody thinks we [polo players] have 
a great life, that we go and party out all the 
time,” he says. “I don’t go out, except mostly to 
restaurants.” Pepa loves sushi, and among his 
favorite restaurants are Suki Zuki in Water Mill 
and Sen in Sag Harbor. Even after Equuleus won 
the Monty Waterbury Cup last year, he says, “I 


didn’t even go out partying. 
I went to my sponsor’s 
house and had pizza and 
Diet Coke.” If he were the 
partying kind he would have 
lots to party about this year, 
his team having won their 
eight-goal match as well as 
the semi-finals of the 20-goal. 
The goal number of a match 
is determined by adding 
up the handicap, or goal, 
numbers of a team’s four 
players. It’s the opposite 
of golf; in polo, the higher

goal players are rare. Pepa 
has achieved the impressive 
ranking of five-goal.

out the penguin-deer-and-flower-shaped topiary 
in the Secret Garden as well as the gurgling 
fountain and Black-eyed Susan flowers that 
spring up around the border. Designed by 
Marder’s of Bridgehampton, the bench lined 
quiet spot was filled with kids—and their 
parents—on a sunny afternoon. 

“Have you seen the great new downstairs?” 
Fabiszak asks as he heads to the new staircase 
leading to the Baldwin Family Lecture Room. 
This elegant dark-wood paneled room is 
designed for multi-purposes—a projector can 
stream live New York Public Library events, 
such as author talks, on a 7-by-12-foot screen.

Also an equestrian, Allardice 
has won championships riding hunters, 
including Grand Champion at the Hampton 
Classic. Despite her own daring riding career, 
or maybe because she knows how dangerous it 
can be, he says, “She’s almost like a mother, she 
worries so much.” The two will be married in 
Florida next March in front of 400-plus guests. 
Pepa’s brothers, who play polo as a 
hobby, are often on the sidelines at Pepa’s 
matches. He also has a Hamptons “family” i 
his sponsors and team, especially his closest 
friend of many years, eight-goal player Christian 
“Magoo” Laprida. The other best girl in his life 
is his 10-year-old bay mare Alita, though she 
is sidelined for the summer, her left foreleg in 
a wrap. Filling in as favorite pony this year is 
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Haragana, whose name means “lazy” in Spanish, 
though she is anything but lazy on the field. And 
there are others, mostly mares because they 
respond better to the rider’s direction. Players 
use 10 horses in a match, for 10 minutes each. 
“Your horse is 50 to 60% of your game, for 
some, maybe more,” he explains. “They love 
to play polo—some get more aggressive, some 
more peaceful” when heading onto the field. 
“And we treat them as if they were our babies.” 
One perk of the horses’ job is that they get to go 
swimming in the stable’s pond after matches. 

Pepa began playing in the Hamptons with 
the White Birch team. “I always tell people that 
when they first play, they should go to White 
Birch. It’s a huge organization.” 

For years, Pepa managed the Black Watch 
team, which had Nacho Figueras as a pro. He 
then jumped into the high goal with a friend, 
Michael Borrico, before moving to the Circa 
team, where he “found his best years of polo.” 

“It is really, really hard to be a polo player,” 
he adds. The qualities that make for a good pro 
polo player are “elasticity, balance and power 


to control the horse, mental preparedness, 
being physically fit, studying the videos of past 
games to strategize for the next.” Put all that 
together, and the tricky element is “being able 
to read the play before you do it.” In the heat of 
the game, a paradox takes place: “You have to 
be quick, but you have to be patient.” 

While polo might be viewed as an elitist 
game, Pepa prides himself on being self-made. 
Unlike many players, he didn’t come from a 
polo family. “My dad never rode a horse. But 
when I told him I wanted to play polo instead of 
having an academic career, he got me a mallet. 
My mom said she would kill me if I played.” He 
laughs. “She didn’t kill me, but she prays for me 
in church.” 

He admits to being “nervous before every 
game, especially in semi-finals. But I never 
think, ‘We won, and now we can relax.’ After 
every game, I'll get off the horse and think, ‘T 
” o

hen Joan Hornig left Wall 

Street in 2002 after 20 
successful years, she decided 
not only to give back, but to make 
it possible for everyone she did 
business with to give back. She 
became a jewelry designer, and 
from the outset announced that 
every penny of profit from the 
sale of her jewelry would be sent 
to the charity of the purchaser’s 
choice. Her line of jewelry, which 
has been seen adorning Tina 
Fey, Michelle Obama, Jennifer 
Lopez, Hillary Clinton, Emma 
Stone, Claire Danes, the Bushes, 
Mary Steenburgen, Amy Poehler, 
Naomi Watts and just about 
everyone else who can afford 
to purchase her work at such 
places as Bergdorf Goodman, 
has brought her much more 
than just attention. She has the 
satisfaction of knowing that 
every woman who purchases 
her art thinks of the charity it 
benefits when she sees it on her 
wrist or around her neck. 

Joan Hornig was born and 
raised in Cleveland, Ohio, one 
of two daughters of Gladys 
and David Cavell. They lived 
in a three-bedroom house in. 
Beachwood, a well-to-do suburb 
between Shaker Heights and 
University Heights. Her father 
was a consulting actuary, 
concerned with statistics about 
mortality. He worked not only 
with businesses, but also with 
the government, where he was 
the number two actuary in the 
Truman Administration. 

_Joan’s mother probably gave 
Joan her sense of fairness 
and her need to give back to 
the community. Active in 
Beachwood, she’d hear about something 
and see a need and help—for example, 
volunteering with schools to arrange for a 
certain kind of vision testing. On another 
occasion, she went to the Cleveland Museum 
of Art and arranged for mothers to learn how 
to be docents so they could go back into the 
classroom to work with the kids. 

Joan went to Beachwood High School. Her 
boyfriend was valedictorian, and she ranked 
third or fourth out of a class of 200. But 
it seemed to the two of them that if any 
of the kids could widen their horizons on 
graduation, it would be them. While others 
would “safely” apply to Midwestern schools, 
they would take a risk and apply to the Ivy 
League and head east. With Joan’s interest in 
studio art and literature, she was accepted 
and went to Vassar, to begin studies in their 
excellent art history department. Her boyfriend, 
Alan Brown, went to Harvard. They continued

to see one another, though far away. But at 
Vassar, Joan learned about two things she ha 
not known much about before. 
One was New York City. With Vassar just 
a train ride down the Hudson, she took in 


New York with great joy. “I went 
to the Met, the Guggenheim, 
MOMA,” she told me. “I'd go to a 
show or eat at Mamma Leone’s 
in Times Square, I'd go out to 
Coney Island and eat Nathan’s 
hot dogs. On a very real level, 
I was just a college girl from 
the Midwest. New York City 
changed me.” 

“What did you think you would 
do after graduation?” I asked. 

“| thought it would be good 
to work for a nonprofit or at a 
museum in the city. I definitely 
wanted to be in the city.” 

The other thing she learned 
about was George Hornig. A 
Harvard student she knew from 
Cleveland, Jimmy Levy, needed 
a date to go with him on a trip to 
George’s family’s vacation home 
in the Catskills for the weekend, 
and he asked Joan if she'd 
come along. 

Joan, who had always valued 
her mother’s advice, asked 
her if she should do that. The 
issue was her long-standing 
relationship with her boyfriend. 

“My mother told me to go. 
If he needed a date, what was 
wrong with that?” 

What was wrong with that was 
George Hornig, a smart, funny 
young man born and raised 
in Bay Ridge, Brooklyn. Joan, 
on that weekend, fell in love 
with him from afar, since she 
was Jimmy’s date. Acting on 
her feelings, she began seeing 
George and soon transferred to 
Harvard. One year after meeting, 
they were married. George 
was just graduating and would 
continue on at Harvard grad 
school for four years, getting a 
JD-MBA (combination law and 
business degree.) She was going 

into her senior year. 

“We lived in a real dump on Ellery Street in 
Cambridge that first year of our marriage,” 
she recalled. 

The couple decided they should find 
someplace else if they could. They didn’t 
have any money. For the following year, the 
best arrangement would be to live in one of 
the undergraduate dorms as proctors. That 
would give them free room and board. But 
the proctor rules required that both the 
husband and wife had to have a connection 
with Harvard. George was still a graduate 
student, so he qualified. 

“But I didn’t,” Joan said. “So I took a 
typing test and became a secretary to Henry 

Kissinger at the Center of International Affairs. 
That satisfied that requirement. In subsequent 
years I worked for the university, first at the 
Radcliffe Development Office and then at the 
Harvard Development (Cont'd on next page) 
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Office. That involved a lot of fundraising.” 

When George graduated, he worked for a 
while at Skadden, Arps, a law firm in Boston 
and New York, but soon they moved to New 
York, where he found work at the mergers- 
and-acquisitions division of First Boston. Joan, 
meanwhile, went to Columbia to do graduate 
work, a two-year MBA program, but when 
she got there she was asked by the dean if 
she would consider taking a part-time job as 
director of Columbia’s Corporate Relations and 
External Development division, since she had 
done fundraising at Harvard. She redesigned 
her two-year MBA study program to be part- 
time, too. She’d complete the work in seven 
semesters instead of four. And she’d take the 
part-time job. 


It was during this time that Joan and 


George, together with friends and colleagues, 
discovered the Hamptons in the summertime. 
At first the pair thought this was not for them. 
Instead, on hot summer days, they’d wake early 
and go to Robert Moses State Park for a swim 
before going back to work in the city. But the 
Hamptons? 

“I had a perception that it was for the 
rich, famous and artists, like Newport. | 
thought it was as unobtainable as going to 
the moon.” 

A friend of theirs encouraged them to go, 
however. He knew of an inexpensive bed and 
breakfast in Quogue. 

“Stay there and drive around and 
see the place for yourself,” he told us. 


She began to think that she could 
leave what she was doing to give 
back and do something positive for 
the community. 


This was in 1984. Joan found she was all wrong. 

“What a place. It wasn’t scary at all. I'd never 
seen such beautiful beaches. | loved the light, 
the farms,” she smiled, “and I enjoyed Dan’s 
Papers. It was not shopping or restaurants that 
attracted me. We didn’t have the money for 
that. I just loved the place. I thought that the 
following year we should join with others in a 
group share house. | talked to George. He felt 
the same way.” 


And so, the following summer, that’s what. 


they did. 

“What a time. Going out to the Hamptons, 
we'd all climb into a car and talk all along the 
way. Sometimes we’d stop in Commack and go 
see a movie at the six-plex there to break things 
up. Our house was a three-bedroom rental on 
Halsey Lane in Bridgehampton. We went to the 
Community House, Elaine Benson’s Gallery for 
art openings on Fridays. We’d shop at the farm 
stands. At night we’d grill the fish we bought at 
Loaves & Fishes during the day. We’d go to the 
beach and bake in the sun. We all wanted to be 
tan in those days. And on Sunday night we’d 
buy flowers in a can at a roadside stand and 
bring them back to our apartment in the city.” 


Over the next 20 years, George and Joan 
bought a summer place, bought a penthouse 
apartment in Manhattan, raised two daughters, 
made money on Wall Street and prospered. 
Joan, with her business degree, worked at 
Paine Webber, a full-service financial firm— 
retail investments, stocks and bonds, banking— 
as Executive Assistant to the President, Paul 
Guenther. She worked on building that firm’s 
back office in New Jersey, she handled human 
resources and technology, and participated in 
large-scale mergers and acquisitions. Later she 
began to work at Balfour, a private equity firm 
that dealt largely with pharmaceutical royalty 
trusts. Balfour had offices further uptown, on 
57th Street. 

It seemed to her that much of her 
business career had come about because of 
circumstances that just appeared as needed. 
She began to think, as she approached her 
mid-40s, that maybe she could make a shift 
in her life, not to leave finance entirely but to 
leave off what she was doing to give back and 
do something positive for the community. She 
thought, correctly, that when she turned 50, 
she’d probably have all the money they would 
ever need. 

“It was while I was at Balfour that I discovered 
the Diamond District. ’'d walk around town 
during lunch hour. It was just 10 blocks down 
Fifth Avenue from the office at 57th Street. I was 
fascinated by what I saw at the Diamond District. 
Here were people from all over the world, from

Portraitist and landscape

ARTIST 


Have you always been a plein air painter? 
Yes. I first studied painting in California at 
UC Santa Cruz, where our teachers encouraged 
plein air landscape painting, as the local 
scenery is so picturesque. Later I moved to Italy 
and studied with Charles Cecil, who has won 
prestigious awards for his plein air landscapes. 


Who are the artists that you most admire? 
Isaac Levitan, Telemaco Signorini and 
Camille Corot are my favorite historic painters. 
Contemporary artists whose work | admire are 
Joseph McGurl, Joe Paquet and Donald Jurney. 


What inspires you? 

Everything really. I think inspiration is like 
any other skill—if you practice walking around 
and finding something to inspire you, after 
a while you get good at it. Now I see beauty 


everywhere. For subject matter, I have a lot 
of technical things to consider when looking 
for a view....That said, the real challenge for a 
working plein air painter, like the poet, is to 
show people the beauty in the mundane world 
around them. 


Working outside, do you have to paint quickly 
or do you paint part of it outside and finish it 
later inside your studio? 

Yes, plein air painting requires that one work 
fast, and I try to finish everything on site. | 
find I’m more inspired in front of the subject. 
Sometimes, however, I have to finish back in 
the studio, but I try to avoid it if I can. I’m able 
to paint quickly, as | was originally trained as a 
portraitist in Florence. For portraiture you have 
to paint very fast, and with a lot of precision, 
since the clients often want to see progress 
after only the first session. 


Where was this cover painted and how often 
do you include figures in your work? 

This painting was done on a farm in Tuscany. 
I was interested in painting something black 
and white in dappled sunlight, since black 
looks almost the same in sunlight and in shade, 
whereas white changes so dramatically. It was 
something of a technical exercise. I never used 
to paint models outside, as it is complicated 
getting stable light and reliable sitters for 
multiple long sessions. Lately though, my wife 
poses for many of these paintings, and we 
collaborate on the work. In this case, she 


picked the pose and | asked that she wear this 
black and white dress. 


Where is your home-base studio? 

I don’t have one at the moment. Now that 
landscape season has started I'll travel for 
the next few months and will have all of my 
equipment and canvases in the car. I'll pass 
in and out of Florence, where my framer and 
shipper are, to send the paintings off to galleries. 


You both studied and teach at the Florence 
Academy of Art. What is/was that like? 

It was great. I taught landscape painting at 
the Florence Academy of Art for about six 
years. It’s one of.the best institutions around 
at the moment where one can learn traditional 
painting and sculpture. The school is great as it 
gives a very well-rounded education in fine art. 
The students are taught anatomy, art history 
and philosophy, as well as academic drawing 
and painting. Their program is very successful 
and, after recently expanding to Sweden and 
England, they will be opening a new school this 
year at MANA Contemporary in New Jersey. 


Where do you wish to travel next? 

I'd really love to paint in the American 
Southwest, especially Arizona. My next choice 
would be Samarkand, in Uzbekistan.

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Flynn’s Laws of Lost Objects on Shelter Island

There’s some mathematical 
axiom that states, for every 
action there is an equal and 
opposite reaction.

in an afterlife. 

These three ideas collided in my head recently 
after I lost a roll of tape. There wasn’t anything 
special about the tape, only that I bought it, 
used it once, put it on the kitchen counter 
for a moment, and when | turned around to 
pick it up and carry it to my desk to put it in 
the spot where the tape lives, it was gone. 
Nobody in the house but me, and still the tape 
had disappeared.

It occurred to me that this has happened 
before. Throughout my life and the lives of 
everyone I know, small objects disappear— 


stamps, staplers, tape, scissors, any small 
object you obtain will disappear at a rate of 
speed directly proportional to how much you 
need the object. The three most important 
daily objects in our lives are keys, glasses and 
cell phones. All three disappear within seconds 
of leaving your hands. This fulfills the first 
theory, that for every action (putting down 
your glasses), there is an equal and opposite 
reaction (they disappear). I like it best when 
other people are around to blame, but things 
disappear regardless. 

The second theory, that there are more than 
three dimensions, must also be true, because 
what’s the first thing we say? “I just put it down, 
it was right there, it didn’t grow feet and walk 
away. It must be here somewhere!” We spend 
hours looking for and retracing our steps to find 
lost objects. We yell at people we love when we 
know they didn’t take it, but they’re in the yell 
zone. 

I have decided that those missing objects 
really do disappear, sometimes for a few 
minutes, sometimes a few hours, sometimes 
forever. They aren’t lost in the house or the 
car, because we did a thorough search. They 
did, in fact, accidentally slide into another 
dimension. They stay there until someone in 
the other dimension notices them and shoots 
them back this way. So while you’re saying, 
“Where the hell are my keys?” somebody in 
the next dimension is looking at their kitchen 
counter saying, “What the hell are these?” And 
if the tear between the dimensions is still open,

they’ll shoot the keys back. But if the tear is 
closed, they'll just throw them away, which is 
how we lose things forever. 

Lastly, is there life after death? Simply put, 
yes. I figure people in all the other dimensions 
are losing their things through the little inter- 
dimensional mouse holes the same way we lose 
ours. All that stuff ends up somewhere because 
it’s physical matter, and unless it’s converted to 
energy it has to be laying around somewhere. 
I think everyone has a little room in the next 
life where all their lost stuff is waiting. All the 
stuff that you lost (such as my favorite pearl 
earrings, for example) will be waiting for you in 
the afterlife, and because it’s Heaven, there will 
be no charge for storage. 
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Brazil, India, all with special skills, all working 
here in Manhattan in this one district, creating 
jewelry. They dealt with diamonds. Big deals 
were consummated with a handshake. Your 
word was your bond. And it didn’t matter where 
you came from. Everyone was working together. 
And it sparked my long-held interest in the arts. 
I thought I could design beautiful jewelry.” 

It was at that point, around 2000, that she got 
the idea to make jewelry and sell it to some of 
the well-to-do people she had come to know, 
in a way that could help others. Many of her 
friends considered themselves philanthropists. 
But it was a philanthropy where you just gave 
cash. Here was another way. You could buy 
jewelry—high-end jewelry of diamonds and 
gold and pearls—and the profit would go to 
a charity of your choice. You would see your 
money do something. 

Then came the catastrophe of 9/11. It deeply 
affected her and reinforced her desire to give 
back in this way. 

“I saw the smoke from the towers. I was at 
an exercise class on 84th Street when someone 
said what was happening. George was in a 
commuter plane, flying upstate to a board 
meeting in Syracuse. Was he okay? I had no 
way of reaching him. The kids were in school 
at Dalton. Were they okay? Along with an 
executive from Sandler O’Neill, who was also at 
that class, I raced over to the school and took 
my kids home. I also took home as many of the 
other kids whose parents could not come right 
away. It made me realize how fragile life is and 


how important it is to take care of everyone | 
could in any way I could.” 

The team of skilled people from around 
the world working in the Diamond District on 
47th Street were, from Joan’s perspective, her 
factory. Now she began traveling abroad to 
their homelands and other places in search 
of the different stones and metals used in 
different cultures. She’d bring home finishings, 
mold makers, pearls, diamonds and she would 
design collections in the style of these different 
cultures. She was enormously talented at this. 
And she soon became quite well known. 

“Philanthropy is Beautiful” is the signature of 
her firm, Joan Hornig Jewelry. Her work adorns 
the rich and famous wherever they might be 
seen, for example at fundraisers here in the 
Hamptons. She and George also frequently host 
fundraisers at the beautiful estate they own on 
Flying Point Road in Water Mill. 

This month, for example, they will have 
hosted four Saturdays of four fundraisers for 
different charities of choice. On August 1, artist 
Chuck Close organized a private dinner to 
support Artists for Peace and Justice there. On 
August 9, Hillary, Chelsea and Bill Clinton are 
hosting a benefit to raise funds for the Clinton 
Foundation. On August 16, Christie Brinkley and 
others will hold a cocktail party benefit for the 
Children’s Justice Campaign. And on August 
29, Jazz great Winton Marsalis, singer Rachel 
Brown and others will perform in a cocktail 
reception and dinner party at their home to 
benefit Jazz at Lincoln Center. 


Through it all, Joan and George Hornig are 
enjoying a remarkable life, both in the city and 
the country. 

Their younger daughter, Jessie, went to 
Brown and is working at a branding company 
called Brand Now. “She is the creative dreamer 
in the family,” Joan says. 

Older daughter Julia went to Harvard and 
works with her mother, minding her IT systems, 
inventory and building the e-commerce 
infrastructure. “She said it’s the first place 
she ever worked where she understands the 
culture,” Joan says. 

Several years ago, Joan was asked to design 
a piece of jewelry for that year’s Riverkeeper 
Annual Benefit, a necklace that was presented 
by Bobby Kennedy to Ann Hearst. Another 
year, she was selected by the National Jewelry 
Institute to be part of the first contemporary 
Jewelry Designer Showcase on display at the 
Forbes Gallery in New York. After that she was 
honored by Help USA for her work in opposing 
women’s abuse, and by the Fashion Institute of 
Technology, where she is on the board. 

I interviewed Joan in her duplex penthouse 
apartment on Park Avenue in Manhattan, and in 
the course of things asked if she might consider 
doing a piece of jewelry that people could buy 
to benefit the Bridgehampton Child Care and 
Community Center in that town, which I help 
support. She said she would. And in short 
order, we sat down to have lunch with her 
young staff there and soon were busy working 
to make that happen. @& 
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A Beach Workout Is the Best Workout

I always try to spend my 
‘mornings at the beach. 
Though] prefer biking there 
to driving there, | made an 
exception to trek the to East 
Hampton’s Main Beach for 
an early morning workout 
with Minardi Training. 
Arriving a few minutes 
~ early, I didn’t initially 
notice Coach Daas setting up an obstacle 
course a few hundred yards east, by the Main 
Beach jetty. Though originally concerned that I 
arrived at the wrong time, a glance at the ocean 
quickly calmed me down. Staring at the waves 


is intoxicating. And then, as if on cue, a pod of - 


dolphins graced the horizon, breaching every 
few seconds as they traveled west. 

- Content to drink my coffee’ and stare at the 
expanse, I quickly reminded myself that I had 
come here to sweat. So I scanned the beach 
again, this time noticing the activity near the 
jetty. Throwing caution to the wind, I parked 
my Southampton car in the most inconspicuous 
East Hampton resident-only spot I could find, 
choosing to ignore how easily a yellow bug 
could be spotted in the empty parking lot. 
Southampton residents take note: Don’t try to 
come to the 9:30 a.m. class. But it’s worth taking 
the risk to participate in the 8 a.m. 

Turning back to the beach, I soon realized 
that the walk to the workout was intimidating 
in itself. Then Coach Jimmy’s obstacle course 
came into view. Wiping the sleep from my eyes, 
I considered walking back and spending my 
morning with the dolphins. 

But | was spotted. Within seconds, I was 
outfitted with a heart-rate monitor and watch 
and was leading a group of about a dozen 
athletes around flags and over hurdles. 

Formerly a professional cyclist, Jimmy was 
raised on the East End. He started Minardi 
Training in 1998. “Minardi Training is basically 
a potpourri of all the experiences I’ve had 
with various athletic coaches over the years,” 
he says. “Moreover, as a young athlete [my 
dad] used to set up courses up for me using 
sticks and tennis balls on the beach, and he 
assured me that would make me a stronger 
and more agile athlete, so it’s something that 
I’ve always carried with me, because it works.” 
Minardi does his hour-long beach workout 
five days a week. (He also coaches cycling and 
yoga.) The beach workout involves running 
around an obstacle course with a number of 
plastic hurdles, log hurdles, rings and flags. The 
purpose of the workout is to get your heart rate 
up, and Coach Jimmy checks everyone’s watch 
as they complete the round. 

How does _ heart-rate training enable 
participants to get a better workout? “It 
connects you to your body and it helps you 
keep focused,” says Coach Jimmy. “[It] also 
measures exertion rate, so you know when 
you're underdoing it or overdoing. This way 
you get greater value for your training time.” 

According to the American Heart Association, 
the average max heart rate is about 220 beats 
per minute, minus your age. So, at 25 years 
old, my max heart rate is about 195 beats per 
minute. This is important to know, because 


training in your target heart 
rate zone means exerting 
between 50% and 85% of 
your max. | haven’t done a 
ton of heart-rate training, 
so it was interesting to 
put a concrete number on 
my efforts. | very quickly 
realized that ’'m not in as 
good of shape as | thought 
I was. Two laps around the 
obstacle course and I was 
within spitting range of my

County Looks to Sue Federal 
Government over Fishing Quotas 


SUFFOLK COUNTY: At a meeting on July 29, the Suffolk County 
Legislature unanimously decided to explore legal action against 

the federal government on behalf of Suffolk County’s commercial 
fishermen. The resolution, sponsored by Suffolk County Legislator Jay 
Schneiderman, asks the county attorney to explore legal action against 
federally imposed fishing quotas. 

According to Schneiderman’s office, federal quotas allow boats from 
neighboring states to take double the number of fish as New York State 
fishing vessels. 

Schneiderman, of Montauk, said the quotas are based on outdated, 
arbitrary methodology that dates back to Congress’s 1976 passage of 
the Magnuson Stevens Act. 

New York State collects data using the “box method,” while other 
states use the “weigh out” system, which has resulted in an undercount 
of fish landings in New York, and even sometimes attributes New York’s 
fish to other states, according to the legislator. Using this inaccurate 
historical data discriminates against New York, Schneiderman says, 
and has “impacted the local economy, placing our fisherman ata - 
competitive disadvantage.” 

Suffolk County has the largest commercial fishing fleet in New 
York State. 

“The state-by-state quota allocation system needs to be challenged 
and revisited so that New York fishermen can receive an equitable 
portion of the overall quota,” said Emerson Hasbrouck, a member of 
the Atlantic States Marine Fisheries Commission and senior educator at 
Riverhead’s Cornell University Cooperative Extension. “The New York 
fishing industry was discriminately treated...in the establishment of the 
state-by-state quota allocation.”

9. Wear comfortable paddle shorts, lightweight Lycra and a fleece 
shirt along with a brimmed sun hat. 

10. Stay persistent and positive and you'll have a great time!

McCall Vineyard Hosts Dan’s Harvest East End

t’s August. Take a moment to banish those images 

of pop-up stores, traffic jams and Kardashian 
sightings from your brain, and turn your attention 
to that glory of glories—the Long Island vineyard. 
North Fork or South, we’re blessed with many, 
including Cutchogue’s McCall Vineyard and Ranch, 
voted 2013 Vineyard of the Year at last August’s New 
York Food and Wine Classic, the Oscars of the wine 
world. Later this month, McCall will host the annual 


Dan’s Harvest End End, an edible and drinkable 


celebration of Long Island Wine Country, organized 
by the Long Island Wine Council and Dan’s Papers. 
The event benefits the Peconic Land Trust and the 
Long Island Farm Bureau Promotion & Education 
Foundation. 

McCall Vineyard and Ranch may be relatively new, 
but for owner Russ McCall, its roots reach back not 
only into local history, but family history as well. The 
Brooklyn-born McCall remembers spending summers 
at his great-grandfather’s home, adjacent to Fort 
Corchaug. The house had been in McCall’s family 
since the turn of the century. When a developer 
started eyeing the property along with nearby Fort 
Corchaug, McCall, who already had a successful wine 
distributing company in Georgia, decided to take his 
knowledge and know-how of the wine business to the 
next level. 

In 1996, partnering with the Peconic Land Trust, 
McCall was able to save over 200 acres from 
development as condominiums. McCall planted his 


vineyard with the full awareness 
that the first vintage wouldn’t 
be ready to hit the market for at 
least 10 years. It was 2007 when 
McCall first produced a merlot 
from his own vineyard. That was 
the beginning of the road that 
brought him to being awarded 
the title of New York Winery of 
the Year, producing double-gold 
winning wines, which means that 
every one of 22 judges chose a 
McCall wine in a blind tasting. 
McCall is particularly proud of 
his pinot noir and a Bordeaux- 


style called Ben’s Blend, named for Ben Sisson, who 


was McCall’s vineyard manager until his death in 
2009. Sisson died in January, while the vines he loved 
were sleeping under the snow. He was only 49. “He 
had a heart ailment,” McCall remembers. “The wine 
was in the barrels, and we had to name it, so we 
decided on Ben’s Blend.” 

Land preservation is not about empty buzz words 
for McCall. In 2010, wind turbines were installed at 
McCall, and they produce enough clean energy for 
the farm. The grapes are treated with new techniques 
that allow McCall to use fewer pesticides in a manner 
that doesn’t impact neighboring areas. 

McCall also has a herd of Charolais cattle, hence 
the “Ranch” portion of McCall Vineyard and Ranch. 
The breed, a French import, is prized for the quality 
of the meat. McCall’s beef cattle are grass-fed,

raised as organically as possible, 
antibiotic, hormone and steroid 
free. The meat is sold locally to 
such restaurants as the North 
Fork Table and Inn. 

What does McCall love about 
growing grapes on Long Island? 
“It’s behind my house,” he 
laughs. Other than the attractive 
commute to work, McCall cites 
a huge advantage in the local 
climate. “Long Island is a cool 
climate growing area for grapes,” 
McCall explains. “Burgundy in 
France has the same climate. You 
need this for growing pinot.” The downside of the 
locale? “Humidity and rain,” McCall answers. “It can 
turn into a real Petri dish in the vineyard.” Grape 
growers hope for the five to six weeks of dry weather 
that can produce an extraordinary vintage. 

McCall, with its commitment to sustainable 
agriculture and preservation of Long Island history, 
is a perfect venue for Dan’s Harvest East End. Since 
its inception in 2010, Harvest has raised $153,000 
for charity. With wine tastings from 40 East End 
winemakers, and offerings from over 30 local chefs, 
philanthropy has never been so delectable. ga.

What drew you to the Long Island Wine industry? 

I grew up in Massachusetts, and after getting into 
the wine business I wanted to be on the East Coast. 
The North Fork has the most unique micro-climate 
and growing conditions, making it one of the most 
premier cool-climate places to make wine in the 
world. 


What are some of the biggest challenges facing the 
Long Island wine industry? 

The biggest challenges facing the sustainability of 
our wine region are mostly financial: land prices, cost 
of living, the cost of doing business in New York— 
labor, taxes, energy. As well as suburban pressure. 
Wine on the world market is a commodity, produced 
in factory farms, controlled by large corporations 
and imported cheaply from places with low costs. 
We can’t compete on price, but we can on quality. 
Moreover, every purchase of local wine keeps jobs 
in our community, money in our local economy and 
land in farming and out of development, so drink 
local wine! 


What do the numerical wine ratings mean to you? 
Anyone who does anything creative and presents it 
to the public must have a thick skin. We all wear our 
hearts on our sleeve because what we create is very 
personal. But the wine world is so vast and complex, 
professional wine critics can bring some context 
and clarity out of the noise. A point system to wine 
is arbitrary and subjective, but it gives direction 
to some consumers and confirmation to others. 


Talk a bit about the relationship among the 
winemakers here—the camaraderie, the 
collaboration and the competition. 

The winemakers are very close, always going out 
of their way to help out when you are in a jam, to 
borrow or repair a piece of equipment, consolidate 
purchasing or shipping together. There is a lot of 
camaraderie and sharing of ideas. We do exchanges 
in each other’s wineries, do dinners together and 
taste with each other. For collaboration, the Long 
Island Merlot Alliance (LIMA) conducts tastings with 
our wines and wines from other regions so we can sit 
together and discuss our wines openly and critically. 
Also, LIMA brings in outside vineyard and winery 
consultants annually to meet with member wineries 
and share outside opinions about ourregionand wines. 


What are a few insider tips for touring Long 
Island Wine Country? 

1. Have a plan—you can only hit three to five 
wineries in a day, don’t rush, enjoy yourself. 

2. Come during the week or off-season. Serious wine 
aficionados can get more attention and information. 

3. Get off the beaten track. Although great wine 
can be had at the bigger venues, avoid crowds and 
groups in the smaller tasting rooms where often 
times it’s the only place those smaller production 
wines are available. 

4. Relax!!! Its only wine, and you’re on vacation. 


What are some aspects of your wines that would 


surprise people discovering them for the first time? 


Nappa is not Napa! 
If you weren’t making wine, you would be... Sailing.

Summers Selections at The Sloppy Tuna

| | ’ve long thought that Montauk Wednesdays 
are the East End’s best-kept secret; The Sloppy 
Tuna’s food may now take that honor. 

The Sloppy Tuna is an established go-to bar for 
the partying set, with such promotions as Wipeout 
Wednesdays (think: world-famous goldfish races), 
Ladies Night on Tuesdays and Thursdays, and a 
number of weekend parties and guest DJs. But it 
was something of a surprise to discover that those 
looking for a beachfront lunch or dinner experience, 
complete with expansive views of the water, will also 
leave very satisfied. 

The food is perfectly “beachy,” simply prepared 
with fresh ingredients. I arrived at the oceanfront 
Montauk restaurant on a recent Wednesday—after 
enjoying an early evening Nancy Atlas concert, 
complete with Chad Smith of the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers on drums. 

My party grabbed a corner table on the deck. 
Though the evening had turned gray, preventing 
us from taking advantage of what would have been 
a glorious sunset, I still enjoyed mixing dining with 
the sound of ocean waves and the salty smell of sea 
air—a benefit of gray days, in my opinion. 

As seemed appropriate, my sister and I started our 
meal with a round of drinks, detailed on a section of 
the menu titled “Slopology.” My sister went with a 
sweet concoction called “The Chum Bucket” and I 
opted for the restaurant’s version of the margarita, 
“The Tunarita,” which takes the margarita up a notch 


with VeeV Acai Spirit. 

Drinks secured, we next ordered 
appetizers, opting for the Montauk 
Ceviche and the Frito Misto at the 
suggestion of our server Emma. 

The Montauk Ceviche is made 
with local-caught fluke, fresh lime, 
avocado, cilantro and red onion, 
served with blue corn chips. Solid 
pieces of fluke were partnered with 
chunks of avocado, making for the 
perfect pairing with the blue chips. 

Calamari, much like bacon, is not 
something I like to admit that I like. 
But the Sloppy Tuna’s version of frito 
misto is lightly fried local calamari 
with zucchini and shishito peppers, 
served with two sauces—lemon aioli 
and marinara. The lemon aioli was a 
little too thick for me, but I enjoyed 
the marinara, which was a perfect 
pairing with for the lightly breaded 
calamari. 

For entrées, I went with the TST Tuna Salad— 
sesame seared tuna with hummus, arugula, celery 
and balsamic dressing. I’m a fan of anything with 
hummus, and the dish didn’t disappoint. As I quickly 
identified as the prevailing philosophy at The Sloppy 
Tuna, the salad didn’t have a lot of added spices. 
Instead, the chef let the natural flavors of the tuna 
come through, with just a hint of Asian influences. 
A thick border of hummus surrounded the entire

salad, providing ample opportunities 
for dipping. Fittingly, the restaurant 
gets this namesake dish exactly right. 
My sister opted for the Watermelon 
Shrimp, a mixture of local shrimp 
served with fresh watermelon, feta, 
mint, balsamic vinegar and red onion. 
The shrimp were warm, allowing the 
feta to melt a bit. The watermelon gave 
the dish a sweet-and-savory taste, 
wholly infused with the subtle flavor 
of the mint. The melon blended well 
with the shrimp, which was clearly 
freshly caught, and then prepared to 
enhance that freshness. 
Full, but not overly so (definitely 
a compliment), we were treated 
to dessert. The chef surprised us 
= with a dish not yet on the menu— 
San assortment of fruit, including 
watermelon, blueberries, mangoes, 
grilled pineapple and a few slices of 
avocado, drizzled with a goat cheese 
and honey purée. The result was heavenly. A dish 
light enough that you don’t feel like you'll have to 
be rolled out of the restaurant, but sweet enough to 
qualify as a dessert. 
I can only hope it has made it onto the menu by the 
Wednesday | return... g@

“My Life Is a Musical” Makes Sweet Music

ay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for 

the Arts closes out its 2014 mainstage season 
with the world premiere production of My Life is 
a Musical, written and scored by Adam Overett. 
With a talented cast, a strong script and score and 
delightfully energetic direction by Marlo Hunter, My 
Life is a Musical will likely win over even the most 
cynical theatergoer by the final curtain call. 

My Life is a Musical tells the story of Parker, a 
square, shy young accountant who just wants to go 
through life quietly and without drama. Unfortunately, 
Parker was born with a strange quirk—he sees life 
as a musical. People randomly break into song, 
incidental music can be heard from out of nowhere, 
and only Parker notices. Having learned to hide this 
strange problem, Parker is content to go about his 
life without friendship or connection to complicate 
things, until his boss sends him on an indie rock 
band’s bus tour to help their manager get into the 
black. Parker, who already has trouble telling when 
people are actually singing or just singing in his head, 
dreads the assignment. He wonders how he’s going to 
be of any help to the band, which is managed by JT, 
an optimistic young woman with little financial know- 
how and led by Zach, a dim-witted singer-songwriter 
who is skirting by on his good looks. But when 
Parker suggests lyrics to Zach from his everyday life 
and they turn out to be a hit, Parker starts to feel 
good about himself for the first time—and starts to 


develop feelings for JT. 

The cast, led by Howie Michael 
Smith as Parker, is uniformly 
excellent. Each of the eight actors 
in the ensemble is given something 
exciting and fun to do, with Brian 
Sills, Adam  Daveline, Danyel 
Fulton and Wendi Bergamini 
playing several roles each, all 
with a_ deliriously heightened 
air. Smith, who plays. straight 
man to the insanity around him, 
is immediately appealing and 
likable, while Kathleen Elizabeth 
Monteleone is effortlessly 
charming as JT. Monteleone 
doesn’t allow JT to become a 
conventional ingénue, showing the 
character’s smarts and wisdom 
without making her cynical or 
angsty. Justin Matthew Sargent 
is perfect as dumb wannabe rock 
star Zach, who could easily become 
a two-dimensional caricature in the wrong hands. 
Sargent brings surprising warmth to Zach, making 
the audience sympathize with him, rather than 
wanting to rip his rose-colored glasses off. Finally, 
Robert Cuccioli often steals the show as the intense, 
slightly unhinged music blogger Randy. If Smith and 
Monteleone are the show’s grounded center, Cuccioli 
is the reminder of all the craziness that Parker

encounters. A one-liner from 
Cuccioli during the climax of 
the story will have audiences in 
stitches. 

Overett, who both scored and 
scripted My Life is a Musical, 
has a bright theatrical future. 
His songs range from clever and 
wordy to soulful and poignant, 
while the increasingly ridiculous 
plot subverts musical theater 
‘conventions without mocking 
them. Hunter’s direction. and 
choreography are seamless, never 
lowering the energy to transition 
from scene to scene. An attractive, 
_abstract set by David Arsenault 
contributes to the “fun house 
mirror” tone of the show. 

It’s not necessary to be a fan 
| of musical theater to love My Life 

is a Musical. With a lovely score, 
a positive message, a wonderful 
cast and a slick production, My Life is a Musical is 
the perfect ending to Bay Street’s 2014 season. If this 
show is indicative of the new direction at Bay Street 
Theater, there is much to be excited about. ga

A re you ready to experience the fabulous 
versatility of America’s favorite tuber? The 
Long Island Potato Festival is happening on August 
10 at Peconic Bay Winery, 31320 Main Road in 
Cutchogue, and it’s going to be a hot potato day 
for young and old alike. Potato chips, french fries, 
loaded baked potatoes and poutine are just some 
of the many ways potatoes will be celebrated at the 
festival. Yum! 

Cultivated commercially on Long Island since the 
1800s, potatoes used to be the number one crop 
here. But this will be the first time the potato has 
been celebrated with a festival. 

“Potato harvest season begins in mid to late 
August, and we wanted to have a way to get ready 
and celebrate that,” says Pat Esposito, one of the

organizers of the event. “It’s going to be a fun day for 
the whole family.” 

Several potato-related contests will take place 
throughout the day. First, at 11:30 a.m. there will 
be a mashed potato-sculpting contest—an idea that 
causes cognitive dissonance to those of us who were 
taught not to play with our food, but which sounds 
like fun.

Is the potato still king on Long Island? 


“It’s a regular-sized bowl of mashed potatoes,” 
explains Esposito, for contestants to eat as quickly 
as possible. “Otherwise, it could end poorly.” 

Eating a bowl of mashed potatoes as quickly as 
possible seems like a great idea to us, but, believe it 
or not, potatoes were not always such an easy sell. 
Introduced to Europe from South America in the 
1600s, potatoes quickly became a staple food of the 
Irish peasantry, but were regarded as strictly animal 
fodder in France and elsewhere. It wasn’t until after 
the famous French agronomist Antoine-Augustin 
Parmentier began strenuously advocating potatoes 
in the late 1700s—succeeding in getting them onto 
the French royal table and introducing them to 
such eminent visitors as Benjamin Franklin—that 
more sophisticated culinary treatments of the potato 
were developed. So, next time you gobble a handful 
of pommes frites, take the time to raise a glass to 
Monsieur Parmentier. 

You'll have plenty of opportunities to raise a glass 
to whomever you like while sampling potato-based 
foods at the Long Island Potato Festival. You'll be 
able to get delicious craft beers from such local 
brewers as Long Ireland, Moustache and Greenport 
Harbor, and there is also the possibility of hard 
cider. Food producers and purveyors participating 
include Island Empanada, Schmitt Farms, North Fork 
Potato Chips, Pickles Plus, All American Wontons 
and many more. 

You'll also have the opportunity to learn a lot 
about potatoes and how to cook them during the 
festival. At noon, there will be a talk about the 
history of potato farming on.Long Island. Then, at 
1:30 p.m., there will be a program on potato recipes. 
Finally, you can learn the secrets of making potato 
chips at 3 p.m. 

Meanwhile, the kids will be entertained with 
making a Mr. Potato Head (using a real potato, 
naturally!) and taking part in potato sack races. 
Requiring more skill will be the potato-balancing 
race, where participants will try to win a race while 
balancing a potato on a spoon. 

Esposito is very happy to be giving the potato 
its due on Long Island. “It’s going to be a great 
day for the whole family to celebrate Long Island’s 
agricultural roots,” he notes, “and it should become 
a tradition!” gp

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Local Artist Carolyn Munaco Opens Show

Ge up in Hampton Bays, Carolyn Munaco 
always had two passions: the beach and art. 

As a child, Munaco lived within walking distance 
of Shinnecock Bay—she could stroll through her 
parents’ backyard and across Lynn Avenue and 
arrive on the beach in a matter of minutes. 

“My parents always told me when | was a kid 
that I was born on the beach,” Munaco says, “And | 
believed them.” 

That is, until she reached sixth grade and a 
teacher pointed out that a beach birth didn’t exactly 
correlate with a December birthday. But, she said, 
“It’s still a great story.” 

Munaco still lives in Hampton Bays and her three 
children attend the same high school she graduated 
from in the 1980s. She obtained a bachelor’s degree 
in fine art from Southampton College in 1992 and 
went on to experiment with different media, painting 
and photographing local beaches whenever she got 
the chance. 

She initiated a Kickstarter campaign last month in 
hopes of raising enough money to buy equipment 
to help complete her exhibition, opening August 
8 in Riverhead. Munaco asked for $2,950 to help 
cover the costs of a large format printer, which 
she needs to create her multimedia works, as well 
as a telephoto camera lens and various paints and 
materials for her artwork. 

By the time her campaign ended, Munaco had 
raised well over $4,000—enough to purchase the 
equipment needed to open her exhibit as well as a 
new computer. 

When the East End Arts Council sent a flyer to local 
artists describing a JumpStart course it was offering 
this summer, Munaco immediately signed up. 


JumpStart, a program that helps artists progress 
in their careers, offers participants advice and 
counseling on everything from copyright and 
legal matters to navigating the world of social 
media. 

Of the artists who applied to the program, 
15—including Munaco—were chosen to enroll 
in the course and host an exhibit in downtown 
Riverhead. 

Munaco’s show is slated to run through the end 
of the month in a barn located on property owned 
by the East End Arts Council. “It’s perfect,” she 
said of the barn. “It’s just that rustic feel, like the 
driftwood I find. It’s that Bohemian type of style.” 

The exhibition will showcase the local artist’s 
versatility in her craft. From painted pieces 
of driftwood to oil and charcoal drawings and 
multimedia works that incorporate photography 
with acrylic paint, the exhibit will surely have an East 
End theme, centered on Munaco’s favorite “go-to” 
muse: Dune Road in Hampton Bays. 

Munaco is an outdoors enthusiast. In her spare 
time she enjoys kayaking, fishing, hiking, and 
gardening. When asked what she wants people to 
take away from her work more than anything else, 
Munaco brings up her passion for the environment. 
At the very least, she hopes people will notice the 
positive impact her art has had on local beaches: 
“I know that if I keep doing this, I'll at least make an 
impact at picking up garbage.” 

Friends have called Munaco a “jack of all trades” 
and it’s true. She paints mailboxes, creates signs 
out of driftwood, and is already taking orders for 
her beach glass Christmas trees for the upcoming 
holiday season. 

Munaco also makes handmade T-shirts, which 
her cousins calls “townie tees.” So far she already 
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Artist Carolyn Munaco in her Hampton Bays studio 


has shirts for Ponquogue Beach and Shuckers 
Lobster and Clam Bar, both in Hampton Bays. Time 
permitting, she would love to branch out and make 
shirts for popular destinations elsewhere in the 
Hamptons as well. 

As a result of the Riverhead exhibition, Munaco 
said, “I’m hoping to get enough work [done] in each 
genre that I do that I can set up portfolios and send 
them out to galleries and try to get some consistent 
[work].” 

To explain her work as an artist, she says, “I go and 
walk on the beach and I collect driftwood, I pick up 
garbage, I take photographs, I get inspiration—that’s 
what I do.”

A 
member of East Hampton High School’s Class of 1961, 
the man’s a dynamo—piloting boats, driving sports 
cars (he prefers BMWs), and of course continuing 
to play bass on tour with the Lovin’ Spoonful, the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame band he helped to found 
in 1965. 

“?'m 70 years old, and having a great time,” he says 
with some relief. 

It hasn’t been smooth sailing getting there. To 
fill us in on the details, Boone has written an 
autobiographical book, Hotter Than a Match Head, 
which was released last week. It tells the story of a life 
marked by astonishing highs and serious lows. From 
writing and recording top-ten singles and appearing 
on The Ed Sullivan Show with the Lovin’ Spoonful, to 
getting busted for marijuana possession and winding 
up addicted to heroin, Boone has experienced a lot. 
Hotter Than a Match Head is a gripping read.

As it happens, boats figure pretty heavily in the 
story, starting right from page 1. 
Page 1 is where we read about Boone, fallen on 


hard times in the 1970s, piloting a 
boat smuggling marijuana from South 
America to Baltimore Harbor. It may 
seem incongruous that a man can go 
from playing the bouncy, innocent 
“Do You Believe In Magic” on The Ed 
Sullivan Show in 1967 to engaging in 
international drug smuggling about 10 
years later. In our interview, Boone 
implies that it might have been in his 
blood. 

“My dad grew up in Westhampton 
Beach during Prohibition, and _ it 
wouldn’t surprise me if his family was 
running illegal hooch,” he says with a 
laugh. 

But the smuggling Boone did in the @™ 
70s was clearly borne of desperation, as 
well. As the Lovin’ Spoonful’s recordings 
fell off the airwaves in the early ’70s 
and Boone found his rock star status slipping away, 
his rock star habits, including expensive cars and 
expensive drugs, continued unabated. 

He went into smuggling because he knew how to 
handle large sailboats, and smuggling was a way to 
make it pay—big time. The promise. of a $125,000 
payday in 1977 must have made it pretty easy to fall 
into illegal activities. 

Truth be told, Boone had really just kind of 
fallen into rock stardom to begin with. The book 
explains how, as a child, living in St. Augustine 
on the east coast of Florida where the family had 
moved for medical reasons, Boone had dreamed 
of a military career like his father’s. And he would 
probably have pursued it if a serious leg injury 
hadn’t canceled that option. Later, in early 1965, 
even as the newly-formed Spoonful were honing 
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The Lovin’ Spoonful performing at the Suffolk Theater in Riverhead last month 


their chops in the Hamptons (rehearsing at the 
Bull’s Head Inn in Bridgehampton), Boone himself 
continued to entertain non-musical aspirations—he 
thought about a career as an automobile designer. 
He adored cars, having spent a great deal of time at 
the Bridgehampton Race Circuit, and he had paid his 
registration at the then-new Southampton College. 

“I loved the idea of that campus, it was perfect for 
me” he remembers in our phone call. “I was really 
excited.” 

The ambivalence Boone felt then—the sense that 
he could have been as happy designing cars or 
sailing boats as playing in a rock band—sticks with 
him to this day. 

“As a musician and a bass player, | feel like I’ve 
always been on the outside looking in,” he notes. 
In Hotter Than a Match Head, Boone recounts how, 
even at the height of the Spoonful’s popularity, he 
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Memoir by The Lovin’ Spoonful’s Steve Boone 
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would frequently slip away from his bandmates to 
hang out with the grease monkeys at an 88th Street 
motorcycle shop. And he was always eager to get 
back on the water. 

On a deeper level, Boone seems to feel that music, 
or more specifically the music business, shares some 
of the blame for the problems he has dealt with in his 
life. In the book, he describes how shady business 
deals struck when the Lovin’ Spoonful was flying high 
later led to frequent financial hardship. Certainly the 
availability of drugs, including hard drugs, in rock 
circles could have been a factor in his struggles 
with addiction. Also, he met, and sometimes wound 
up marrying, some pretty marginal women. (He is 
now happily married to Lena, wife number four, 
who is quite normal.) And, for all of the Spoonful’s 
success and Hall of Fame induction, he remains 
frustrated with the critical standing of the band. In 
an interesting passage toward the end of the book, 

-Boone is almost wistful about the comfortable, 
suburban existence that might have been his if he 
had actually enrolled at Southampton College.

But when the phone conversation turns to music, 
you can sense Boone’s continuing love for what he 
does, now that his life is on an even keel. Clearly, 
along with the boat and his wife, the ongoing success 
of the Lovin’ Spoonful as a touring group is another 
great source of contentment for him. 

In the book, we learn that Boone’s love of music 


started early. He describes being blown away when 
he first heard “Peggy Sue” by Buddy Holly while he 
was still living in Florida, and in our phone call he 
adds that he was also drawn to the sounds of Hank 
Williams and Buck Owens. 

“The airwaves were pretty saturated with country 
music down in Florida,” Boone points out in 
conversation, noting how he learned to play guitar 
listening to the Everly Brothers, his favorite. “The 
first thing I played on the guitar was their song 
‘Dreams.’” He and his older brother Skip formed their 
first band while still living in St. Augustine. Later, 
this early experience with country music would be 
a strong influence on the Spoonful, heard especially 
in Boone-penned songs like “Butchie’s Tune” on the 
album Daydream. 

Dan’s readers will be especially interested in the 
parts of the book dealing with Boone’s pre-Spoonful 
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days playing music in the Hamptons. Boone’s family 
moved from Florida to the Hamptons in 1958, settling 
in East Hampton, and Steve and brother Skip delved 
in to the music scene out here. Local readers of a 
certain age will certainly recognize names and places 
mentioned in this portion of the story. In 1961, Skip 
formed the Kingsmen, a band that included future 
Spoonful drummer Joe Butler, and Steve soon joined 
the band. The Kingsmen played all over the East End, 
including at the Cottage Inn in East Hampton and 
Herb McCarthy’s Bowden Square in Southampton 
(now the Publick House). It is more than likely that 
some readers will recall these shows. 

Boone still has a lot of family in the Hamptons, and 
makes frequent visits to the area. “I like Florida,” he 
admits, “but I don’t know of anywhere more beautiful 
than the Hamptons in August.” We look forward to 
seeing him soon. Until then, grab a copy of the book!

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Bay Street Presents Bob Marley i, eg Debut

n Long Island, comedian Bob Marley is. best 

known for his role as Detective Greenly in the 
cult classic film Zhe Boondock Saints, but in his 
native New England he’s known for his standup 
comedy career. 

He is a longtime regular at clubs and performance 
halls all over Massachusetts, Maine and New 
Hampshire, and has appeared many times in New 
York City, including on Late Night with Jimmy Fallon 
and The Late Show with David Letterman, but this 
coming Monday, August 11, at Bay Street Theater in 
Sag Harbor will mark his Hamptons debut. 

“My image of the Hamptons is there is just people 
in Porsche convertibles walking around asking about 
dinner a lot,” Marley says in a recent phone interview. 
-He admits that he doesn’t know much about the area, 
other than that celebrities like to come here. He 
pictures “the Hamptons with like a big giant house 
and a lady in a big hat while Billy Joel plays piano and 
Jerry Seinfeld yucks it up.” 

Marley was calling from Poland, Maine, where his 
family has a lake house down the street from the 
spring of bottled water fame. He grew up in Maine, 
where he began his standup career in bars. He 
moved to Boston for two and a half years to pursue 
comedy, when standup was taking off in that city, 
then spent 11 years in Los Angeles. 

Though living on the West Coast gave him many 
opportunities, including frequent appearances on 
late night talk shows, he wanted to raise his children 
back east.

“I want my kids to have what | had, which is 
horrible weather and no money,” Marley jests. 

He grew up Irish Catholic and pretty much dirt 
poor, he says. His background made him the perfect 
fit for The Boondock Saints, about Irish twin brothers 
in Boston who become vigilantes. On a mutual 
friend’s recommendation, screenwriter/director 
Troy Duffy came to see Marley perform at The Laugh 
Factory in Hollywood. After watching Marley’s set, 
Duffy told him, “You’re the guy.” Marley was cast 
as one of the detectives who try to apprehend the 
MacManus brothers while simultaneously admiring 
_ their war on crime. 

Both the 1999 film and its 2009 sequel were great 
experiences, Marley says. “All my scenes in the first 
movie were with Willem Dafoe, who is such a cool 
guy and really, really nice.” In fact, when Marley’s 
parents came to Toronto unannounced and crashed 
the set of the first film, Dafoe not only agreed to 
autograph a stack of videos, he came out to dinner 
with the Marley family. “I thought, oh my God, 
I’m gonna get fired,” Marley says, but Dafoe was 
amenable to everything. 

He’d like to do more movies, but doesn’t make a 
point of auditioning because being in a film means 
being away from his family and home for months. 

Marley now lives near Portland, Maine. The town 
gets many visitors from Massachusetts and New 
York, which many locals like to complain about, but 
he doesn’t mind. “Otherwise, who would we sell a $42 
jug of maple syrup to that takes $8 to produce?” he 
asks, blowing the lid off a secret to Maine’s economic 
success. “It’s the same thing with lobsters.” He and 
other locals get their lobsters right off the dock, and 
aren’t subject to the prices visitors pay. 

Though residing in Los Angeles got him many gigs 
by the nature of proximity, Marley says the living is 


better in Maine. “We ski all winter 
and go to the lake and the beach all 
summer, and that’s stuff you can’t 
get in L.A.” 

It was in Portland in 2010 that 
he set the then-record for longest 
uninterrupted standup comedy 
routine at 40 hours, going for 17 
hours before repeating any jokes. 

Marley is constantly working on 
and changing his material, he says, 
and his current set is about how 
awful this past winter was in the 
Northeast. He recalls one frosty 
day when his wife called to say she 
was in the driveway and couldn’t 
get out of her car. The doors 
were frozen shut, and she didn’t 
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understand how it had happened. He 
pointed out that it probably had to 
do with her stop at the car wash on 
the way home. 

“It’s completely relatable and it’s 
really non-offensive,” Marley says of 
his comedy. “I’m goofy and likable 
and I don’t go after the audience. | 
mostly make fun of myself and my 
family.

contacts in D.C. and the press corps, 
which they acted on immediately 
after news reports of the June 
1972 break-in at the Watergate 
headquarters .of the Democratic 
National Committee, when checks 
made payable to CRP (Campaign to 
Reelect the President) were found 
on the five burglars. Bernstein, the 
more experienced of the two, wanted 
in on the story, which had already 
been assigned to Woodward, a nine- 
month rookie at The Post with solid 
academic and social connections. 
Their personalities were different 
(B was a liberal, W a Republican), 
and there were some competitive 
sparks at first, but, with the cautious 
support of Post Executive Editor Ben 
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Bradlee, they shifted their competition to getting 
the jump on The New York Times and Time. Many 
sources with whom they spoke were so fearful; 
they would identify players only by initials, so that 
if questioned under oath, they could truthfully say 
they did not name names. Others, including Deep 
Throat, would typically not offer information; only 
confirm “the boys’” statements. 

The book still makes for fascinating—and 
instructive—reading on this, the 40th anniversary 
of its publication, though it’s probably not as well 
known as the 1976 film of the same name—Robert 
Redford’s idea. Directed by Alan J. Pakula, with a 
screenplay by William Goldman, who said he would do 
nothing to “Hollywood it up,” it starred Redford and 
Dustin Hoffman and won four Oscars, garnering more 
nominations and other awards over time. It’s worth 
seeing again, but the book also warrants revisiting. 
Indeed, though the movie takes dialogue verbatim 
from the book, the book spends more time on what | 
would emerge as the theme: the Watergate break-in 
was only a drop in a dirty-tricks bucket, whose filthy 
water was stirred by “plumbers” (led by E. Howard 
Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy) who were out to smear 
the opposition (anything related to Ted Kennedy) 
and stop leaks. They instituted widespread illegal 
surveillance and sabotage operations, reporting to 
the most powerful of “the President’s Men’—John 
Mitchell, H.R. Haldeman and Charles Colson—and 
along the way co-opted the CIA and FBI. 

The movie covers the first seven months of the 
Watergate investigation and trial. The book goes on 
to include subsequent hearings, indictments and 
cover-ups, including Nixon’s infamous 18-minute 
tape gap and resignations. Written in the third 
person, as though B and W were objects rather 
than subjects—a device that turns the story into 
character-driven narrative and gives it insider tone, 
conveyed by colorful slang—All The President’s Men 
allows the authors to include lots of quotations (the 
index has 13 pages of double-column notes) that 
dramatically shows the “spreading stain” seeping 
into the White House (the film nicely amps the drama 
by way of dark photography and eerie music). Both 
book and movie could not be timelier, in light of 
reactions to the Edward Snowden revelations. In 
fact, on December 3, 2013, Bernstein (now an East 
Ender) wrote an open letter to the editor of The 
Guardian about diversionary tactics and “outright 
lying” by U.S. and U.K intelligence agency personnel 
who were—and are—lambasting Snowden instead of 
going after government officials who violate the First 
Amendment. 

All the President’s Men is dedicated to the 
president’s “other” men and women—those who 
risked talking to B & W. Nodding to Robert Penn 
Warren’s 1946 political novel All the King’s Men, 
All the President’s Men seems darkly prophetic. 
Few books, even great ones, endure the passage 
of time. This tale, based on real events, however 


unbelievable, certainly has. 
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It’s the Time of the Season for the Zombies

he Zombies are coming to Westhampton Beach 

Performing Arts Center on August 16. Two 
original Zombies, keyboardist Rod Argent and singer 
Colin Blunstone, will be joined by newer additions 
Tom Toomey and Jim and Steve Rodford. The 
evening promises to rock with their classic hits and 
their more recent material. 

Formed in 1962 in St. Albans, England, the 
Zombies were one of the most talented bands of 
the so-called British Invasion. With Blunstone’s pure 
voice and Argent’s keyboard virtuosity, they weren’t 
just another Beatles copycat band. Despite their 
distinctions, over the passing years the Zombies 
might have been lost amidst the blur of British bands 
wearing matching suits—had it not been for one very 
novel song. 

You ve heard the song, “Time of the Season,” even 
if you don’t know you have. “What’s your name 
(What’s your name)/Who’s your daddy (Who’s your 
daddy)/Is he rich? (Is he rich like me?).” With its non- 
sequitur choirboy refrain, jazz-infused Hammond 
organ breaks, and featuring a recurring, heavily 
amplified breath as part of the drum track, “Time 
of the Season” is one of the most striking bits of 
psychedelic bliss to come out of the ‘60s. 

While speaking with Rod Argent, who wrote “Time 
of the Season,” it becomes clear that he didn’t think 
that hard about the track at the time. 

“Il overdubbed the breath sound just as a spur- 
of-the-moment thing,” he explains. “I was very 
influenced by the way the Beatles recorded using 
unusual sounds.” He adds that the whole song was 
probably recorded in fewer than three hours. 

Argent, who also wrote the Zombies’ 1964 breakout 
hit “She’s Not There,” brought a lot of diverse musical 


influences to the band. Those choirboy 
voices? Argent got his start in music as a 
choirboy at the St. Albans cathedral, where 
he picked up a lot about vocal arranging and 
fell in love with the music of Bach. 

“I didn’t really listen to pop music until 
I first heard Elvis,” recalls Argent. “At the 
cathedral, there was a very young organ 
master who turned out to be one of the best 
organists in the world. To sit in the organ loft 
and hear him play Bach was just fantastic.” 

Argent’s own organ playing was self- 
taught, and more influenced by the jazz 
organ of Jimmy Smith and the modal jazz of 
Miles Davis. “I took about two years of formal | 
lessons,” he says, “during which | actually | 
practiced less. I did learn how to read music, 
though.” Argent did most of the Zombies’ 
vocal and instrumental arrangements, which 
became quite intricate, especially on the 
band’s 1968 album Odessey and Oracle—a melodic 
gem that flopped upon release but is now considered 
a classic. 

The Zombies original career was truncated—of 
all the unlucky breaks, they had already broken 
up when “Time of the Season” finally hit in 1969. 
Argent went on to found the band Argent, which 
had its biggest hit with 1972’s “Hold Your Head 
Up”—another Hammond organ touchstone and a 
tune that’s bound to show up at WHBPAC. Later, in 
the 90s, Argent returned to his classical roots by 
recording a CD of solo piano works by Chopin, Ravel 
and some pieces of his own. 

Argent and Blunstone reformed The Zombies in 
2004, and there’s been a welcome flowering of new 
songs since then. These are not retro-sounding 
nostalgia, nor are they attempts to sound current—

they are just solid, hook-laden pop songs that work. 

And they sound like the Zombies. “We really 
wanted to explore vocal harmonies on our most 
recent album,” says Argent, noting the conscious 
effort to maintain continuity with the Zombies’ 
earlier work. Listen especially for two standout 
songs from recent years—Argent’s soulful “Breathe 
In, Breathe Out” and Blunstone’s Latin-tinged “Any 
Other Way.” 

As for Argent, he couldn’t be happier now that 
the Zombies are back together. As he puts it, “It’s a 
privilege to be out with a great band.” And now it will 
be our privilege to hear them.

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A Hamptons Home: I Eat Local Because I Can!

y parents grew up during the Great Depression. 

Growing and preserving food was taken 
for granted and this is what my family and most 
of my relatives did in the summer. | learned to 
can, freeze and store food as a girl. Many days 
were spent at my mother’s side—peeling, washing 
and cutting. My mother and grandmother split 
bushels of peaches and apricots.and the women 
all shared their excess vegetables with each other. 
At the end of summer, the storage room was 
full of jars, potatoes, onions and squash and the 
freezer was full, ready to fill winter with the flavors 
of summer. : 

The Union Square Farmers Market opened when 
I still lived in the city years ago—it was a wonder! 
Every Saturday I bicycled from SoHo with baskets 
on my bicycle and on my back to bring home 
the goodies. | made jam, jelly, chutney, apple and 
pumpkin butters, dilled green beans, pickled beets. I 
canned tomatoes and tomato sauce. 

I froze (I had a deep freezer in the loft) green 
beans, green peppers, corn, leeks, herbs, berries 
and even tomatoes. As I got to know the farmers, 
I ordered bulk vegetables. I had a good supply 
of the “fresh tastes of summer” in my New York 
larder and great gifts for Christmas. I even made 
a cold storage by fastening an insulated cabinet 
to the front door of the apartment that had holes 
drilled into it. 

Canning and freezing food can be intimidating 
until you have a basic knowledge but it is worth 
the effort: a connection to the past, an immediate 
sense of accomplishment as those beautiful jars 
are cooling off and the products of your effort to be 
enjoyed later. 


We are very fortunate to have the 
Hallockville Museum Farm on the 
North Fork where past farming life 
and practices persevere. It offers 
many opportunities to learn about a 
way of life that is not as far removed 
in time as it may seem. There are 
hours for visiting and classes in 
several subjects—they even have 
cows, chickens and sheep and they 
are getting a pig! 

Mark Vosburg, who does a lot of 
work with the Hallockville Museum, 
gives talks at the museum and at local 
libraries about food preservation. 


His classes introduce’ the 
beginner to home food processing Can those veggies! 
and further inform the more 


practiced. Vosburg became interested in canning 
after he enjoyed a taste of home canned bread 
and butter pickles while visiting family in 
Tennessee. 

He began preserving food as a hobby but, after 
finishing an intensive course at Cornell, became a 
Certified Master Food Preserver. He likes eating the 
food in winter but also feels strongly about the other 
benefits of processing one’s own food: supporting local 
farmers, the taste and nutrition of home processed 
food and the reduction of packaging and shipping 
waste.

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That Way Hat Holds Delights on Jobs Lane

illiner Geoffrey Mintz wrapped his head around 

hats in an unusual, international way. While 
his grandfather owned a hat shop in Brooklyn from 
the 1920s to the 1950s, he didn’t set out to follow that 
path when he went to China eight years ago. 

“My maternal grandfather had several hat stores 
in New York and Pennsylvania, while my paternal 
grandfather imported from Japan and _ other 
countries, so I was always around hats and hat 
makers,” Mintz says. “But my interest was in the 
burgeoning alternative energy field.” 

Growing up in Brooklyn and summering in 
Southampton, Mintz traveled to East Asia to speak 
to some companies about solar energy, hoping to 
put together a deal. He fell in love practically at first 
sight with the woman from a Chinese solar energy 
company who had been sent to pick him up at the 
airport. The deals may have been elusive, but Mintz 
went back a few months later for the woman. To win 
her over, he moved to China for three years. 

“While traveling in Asia, | found many unusual hat 
fibers and shapes | felt would be popular in the New 
York—hats that would be stylish as well as practical 
for gardening and being out in the sun. Goal 2020 
Hats was started as a way for me to stay involved in 
both countries. I started a website to sell online and 
sell to stores in New York,” he says. 

When Mintz decided to move back to Long Island 
with his new wife, they looked for warehouse space. 
He found a wonderful little house/shop in a back alley 
on Jobs Lane in Southampton that was so affordable 
he realized he could also open a shop there. 

He came up with the name That Way Hat—as in 
“make me a hat that way” or “you can wear it that 
way.” For interior décor he hooked up with a man 
who had purchased a whole shipping container, 
sight unseen, filled with decorative metal bulbs 
used to guide gardening hoses on the ground. With 
their sturdy material and rounded shape, they were 
perfect for hanging hats on the wall. Some hats he 
_ designs, and has manufactured abroad. Mintz works 
with American milliners and also sells imported 
hats. He’s still setting up the shop, but it remains 
open as he arranges shelves and opens large boxes 
filled with new hats daily. 

One particular hat design, worn by Bob Dylan in 
the 1970s—a soft gray felt with a flat indented top, 
a hand woven band and an array of flowers and 
wheat that is part preacher and part circus barker— 
inspired Mintz to recreate it using bands woven in 
Guatemala and small attached metal tubes to hold 
decorations. “I just loved this design—it looks really 
contemporary and unisex even decades later,” he 
exclaims. 

Scent is not something normally associated with 
hats, but as most of Mintz’s summer stock is straw 
and fiber based, the shop has a wonderful fresh field

smell. The materials have exotic 
names like Sinamay and Abaca.

Mintz pulls out a bag filled with 
sized paper patterns in oddly 
pointed shapes. “It can take as 
many as 10 or more patterns to 
make one hat, depending on the 
complexity of the brim and the 
overall shape,” he explains. A well- 
made hat also has a lining that can 
be more prominent than the top of 
the brim, which adds another layer. 

When asked what makes for a 
“good hat,” Mintz thinks for a few

root growth and roots feed the plant. A single worm 
produces its weight in castings per day and 1/3 
pound of fertilizer per year. 

To encourage earthworms to work in your garden, 
never use synthetic fertilizers. They. contain salts 
which kill worms and other life in the soil. Worms 
provide ideal environments for flora and fauna. Many 
people think they are being negligent if not applying 
fertilizer to gardens and grass regularly. But for 
the health of plants and soil, this is a very bad and 
unnecessary practice. If you apply fertilizer, you 
will eventually have to continue the practice, as the 
natural food producing parts of the soil have been 
killed. Life in the soil eventually dies and the plants 
become reliant on fertilizers. 

There are non-synthetic fertilizers available that 
will be helpful until you have enough worms. You 
can even buy worm castings. But with a healthy 
worm population, you do not need fertilizer. Give 
them food by using plenty of organic material on the 
garden. Compost and mulch. Plenty of mulch also 
moderates soil temperature and moisture. Compost 
feeds beneficial flora and fauna. 

To increase your worm population, stop rototilling 
the soil. When planting, dig a hole just large enough 
to accommodate the plant. When you rototill and 
chop up the soil for planting, worm burrows are 
destroyed and worms are shredded and killed. (They 
do not regenerate when cut in two.) When planting 
trees and shrubs, you will need a larger hole so 
compost can be mixed with the excavated soil to 
fill the hole. Ceasing rototilling and building the 
worm population is beneficial in several ways: your 
soil is healthy, your plants are vigorous and more 
disease resistant, you save money on fertilizer and 
you do not contribute to nitrogen runoff which is 
detrimental to our water. 

Over the years, worms have greatly improved my 
once thin and sandy Sag Harbor soil. I have always put 
the fall crop of leaves on my beds and in pathways. 
Though we spent the day in my garden yesterday 
weeding and pruning, the majority of weeds were 
between stones on paths. I really don’t have weeds in 
the beds and I have never used fertilizers. 

Worms are an important part of gardening 
organically. The techniques and concepts might 
seem daunting, but encouraging worms in your 
garden begins with an easy first step: stop using 
synthetic fertilizers, apply and keep a.3”-4” layer of 
organic mulch, and regulate your water so that the 
soil is moist and not overwatered. ga

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Taps Does Pub Fare Right in North Sea

he sign outside Taps in North Sea says it all: 
“Brews, Burgers, Wings.” 

Pub fare complements the wide selection of local, 
domestic and imported draft beers. 

The bar and restaurant at 1271 North Sea Road 
has been known by many names in recent history, 
including Regulars, OutEast Cafe and Tugboat’s 
North Sea House. In 2013, it went by the moniker 
North Sea Tavern, but owner Rich Decker bought out 
his partner and decided to give the place a facelift— 
inside and out—and a new name. Taps debuted in 
April and has already established itself as a new 
favorite hangout for locals. 

Decker, who also owns Studio 89 in Sag Harbor—a 
fitness studio, not a restaurant—has been part of the 
Hamptons business community for decades, and his 
latest venture may very well be his best. 


Taps, which is one of just a few 
establishments in the Hamptons that 
has a cabaret license, has a nightlife 
and music schedule. 


After choosing a beer from the ever changing 
selection, patrons may struggle to settle on what 
enticing appetizer to try: chicken quesadillas, nachos, 
fried mushrooms, chicken tenders, fried calamari, 
baked clams and—of course—wings. There are five 
wing flavors to choose from: Buffalo, super hot, 
honey BBQ, teriyaki and chipotle. Both the teriyaki 
and chipotle are unconventional, but delicious, sure 
to please any wing aficionado. 


The variety of burgers ranges 
from the standard beef with 
lettuce, tomato and pickle, to 
a turkey burger and a Mexican 
burger with guacamole, jalapeno, 
salsa and Jack cheese. 

Nightly specials make 
it affordable to eat out for 
dinner any day of the week. 
Monday, a domestic beer 
and a burger are just $8. 
Tuesday; pasta entrees are $18. 
Wednesday is 2-for-1 prime rib 
night for $29, and Thursday 
offers 2-for-1 lobsters. Friday is 
steak night, with two for $25. 
Saturday brunch and mimosas 
is $20. Take-out is also available 
with curbside service. 

The recently redone pub areais 
well-appointed and comfortable. 
Sit at the bar to watch a game on 
multiple TV screens, or at the high-top round tables 
for drink and conversation with friends. There’s even 
an arcade machine. A late-night menu is available. 

The dining room, with cushy banquettes around the 
walls plus tables that can be moved to accommodate 
groups large and small, is light-filled and family- 
friendly. 

Taps, which is one of just a few establishments 
in the Hamptons that has a cabaret license, also 
has a considerable nightlife and music schedule.

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CHILLED SWEET CORN SOUP WITH HEIRLOOM 
TOMATOES : 
Do-ahead velvety rich corn soup from Jesse 
Schenker, Chef/Owner, The Gander, New York. 
Serves 4 to 6 


4 ears farm fresh local corn, shucked 
8 ounces unsalted butter 

1 large shallot, thinly sliced 

2 tablespoons fresh thyme leaves 
kosher salt to taste 


1 1/2 pints heavy cream 

For the garnish 

Large heirloom tomato, cut into small dice 
3/4 teaspoon red wine vinegar 

1 to 1 1/2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 
salt to taste 


1. Hold each ear of corn vertically over a clean 
kitchen towel, then cut kernels downward onto the 
center of towel. Lift edges of towel and drop kernels 
into a bowl. Set aside. 


2. Melt the butter in a 12-inch skillet over 
medium-low heat. Add the shallot and sauté to 2 to 
3 minutes and add the thyme and the corn. Sauté 
the mixture, tossing to coat, for 18 to 20 minutes, 
Stirring occasionally to prevent the corn from 
sticking to the pan. Add salt to taste. Reduce heat 
to low, stir in the cream and cover the pan. Simmer 
for 20 minutes, stirring occasionally until mixture is 
creamy. 


3. Remove pan from heat and let cool, uncovered. 
Transfer mixture to a blender, and purée in batches 
until smooth and creamy. Taste for seasoning. Pour 
into a suitable container, and refrigerate overnight. 


4. When ready to serve, combine tomato mixture 
and serve a dollop over each bowl of soup. Soup 
may be served warm or chilled. 


VANILLA SHORTBREAD SANDWICHES WITH 
APRICOT JAM 

Miro Uskokovic, Pastry Chef of Gramercy Tavern in 
New York, offered this delectable melt-in-your-mouth, 
sandwich cookie. 

Yield: approximately 3 dozen 


4 cups all-purpose flour, preferably King Arthur 
2/3 cup potato starch 

1/2 teaspoon kosher salt 

1 pound plus 2 tablespoons unsalted butter at 
room temperature (chef uses Cabot) 

2 teaspoons pure vanilla extract or seeds from 
one vanilla pod 

1 cup powdered sugar, sifted 

apricot jam 


1.Sift the flour, potato starch and salt; re-measure 
and set aside. 


2. In bowl of standing electric mixer combine 
butter, sifted powdered sugar and vanilla. With 
paddle attachment, lightly cream the mixture, just 
enough for the sugar to dissolve. Add flour mixture 
all at once and mix just enough to combine. 


3. Transfer mixture to a lightly floured surface, 
gather dough into a mass, divide dough and transfer 
to squares of plastic wrap large enough to wrap 
dough and refrigerate, preferably overnight. 


Preheat oven to 325°F. 


4. Place each chilled dough on a square of lightly 
floured wax paper. Cover with wax paper and 
roll out dough to about 1/8” thickness. Using a 2” 
round cookie cutter, cut dough and place rounds 
on parchment paper-lined baking sheet. (If possible 
use two baking sheets to bake in batches.) Bake 
in preheated oven about 15 to 16 minutes, or until 
lightly browned at the edges. 


5. Allow the cookies to cool down on a rack, then

KF ew places offer the range of real estate 
opportunities that one can find on the North 
Fork and in the Hamptons. This week we turn our 
sights on a trio of distinct property options that, 
taken together, capture the opulence and agricultural 
wonder of the East End. 


A Vineyard 

1. You'll find it at 6025 Sound Avenue in Riverhead 

2. It lists for $25 million with Corcoran’s Sheri 
Winter Clarry : 

3. That $25 million gets you the Big E Farm and 
more than 200 acres including a horse farm, 15 
buildings (including 9 barns) and the full Martha 
Clara Vineyards in the deal. The 8,000-square-foot 
house has five bedrooms, a wine cellar, a chef’s 
kitchen and a commercial-grade baking room (we’d 
expect nothing less from Mr. Entenmann). 

4. This is currently the largest parcel for sale on 
the North Fork 

5. The property and vineyard were bought by 
Robert Entenmann, of Entenmann’s baked goods 
family fame, when they were potato fields back in 
1980. He planted the first vines in 1995, and the 
vineyard at Martha Clara (named after his mother) is 
now more than 100 acres strong.

A Farm 

1. You'll find 19.2-acre Head of Pond Farm at 1072 
Head of Pond Road in Water Mill. You'll find the 
13.9-acre Uncle Leos Lane Farm at Uncle Leos Lane 
in Water Mill. 

2. Head of Pond Farm will cost you $497,424.68. 
Uncle Leos Lane Farm will cost you $360,796.87. 

3. In July, the Peconic Land Trust acquired the 
above 33 acres of farmland from the estate of Charlotte 
Danilevsky. Southampton Town purchased the 
development rights via the Community Preservation 
Fund, for which there are added restrictions 
(for the first time) about keeping the land (80% of 
it) for the production of food—not starting horse 
farms or allowing fields to go fallow around residences 
that get built, for example, as has happened in 
the past. “This precedent-setting partnership will 
ensure the farmland is accessible to farmers who 
produce food at its true agricultural value in 
the future,” according to a Peconic Land Trust (PLT) 
statement. 

4. Such land doesn’t typcially come cheap. 
According to the Peconic Land Trust, “in recent 
years, sales of protected farmland on Long Island’s 
South Fork to non-farmers have been as high as 
$200,000/acre, raising the average value of protected 
farmland to over $100,000/acre.” 

5. Qualified farmers can access the Request for 
Proposal form at peconiclandtrust.org. 


A Piece of History 

1. You’ll find it on Ox Pasture Road in the estate 
section of Southampton 

2. It lists for $28 million with Corcoran’s Tim Davis 

3. It has its own name—wait, make that two. Some 
call is Gardenside, but you may know it by another 
moniker, Cara-Mia. 

4. It was the onetime home of Consuelo, Duchess 
of Marlborough. She was born a Vanderbilt (she 
was railroad baron Cornelius Vanderbilt’s great 
granddaughter) and got her British royal title by 
marrying Charles Spencer-Churchill, but she got her 


Southampton estate after she married Frenchman 
Jacques Balsan. 

5. The 9,000-square-foot house built in 1873 boasts 
7 bedrooms and 12.5 baths, and the redone interior 
was created by award-winning designer Thomas 
Pheasant. The outdoor aspects rival those inside, 
with a world-class rose garden, antique Belgian 
block courtyards, a clay tennis court and a 45-foot 
swimming pool. g&.
